Burke means to fight extradition to the 
bitter end, and every preparation is being 
made here for a legal fight. Witnesses have 
been sent for. and counsel from Chicago is 
expected to assist in conducting the case 
here. The extradition proceedings here will 
practically amount to a trial of Burke for the 
murder of Dr. Cronin, with the difference 
that it will not be necessary to produce suf- 
ficient evidence to convict him. If after 
all the evidence has been produced it is 
deemed sufficient to commit him for trial here 
it will be sufficient for extradition. His in- 
dictment in Chicago will carry little weight 
nere. I donot think,“ said H. M. Howell, 
who has been retained by Detective Collins, 
„that the evidence on which the indictment 
was made will be sufficient for extradition. 
We will have to legally prove the murder of 
Dr. Cronin, and prove Burke’s connection 
with it.

But, as everybody 
knows, the big Luke Blackburn gelding was 
a sick horse shortly after his race for the 
Clark Stakes, and it is a question if he 
can Lave entirely recovered. It is quite cer- 
tain he had not nearly recovered when he 
ran at the Latonia meeting, for he was then 
whipped out in an indifferent performance, 
coming in last in a field of three. His stable 
companion, Come to Taw, won the race, con- 
ceding, too, a lot of weight to Proctor Knott.

Once Again with the colored Archer” in 
the saddle will be worthy of respectful atten- 
tion.

BOODLERS IN CANADA ARE UNEASY. 


Widespread Belief That the Weldon Ex- 
tradition Law Will Prove Retroactive. 
Orrawa, Ont., June 21.—[Special.|—It is 

learned that the Weidon Extradition act, 

which was transmitted to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment for approval or disallowance, is 

likely to be ratified shortly, when it will im- 

mediately go into force with the United 

States and Mexico. In legal circles here it 

is held that the act is of necessity retro- 

active, as it is legislation of an amending 
character, enlarging the scope of offenses 
under the Ashburtontreaty. The law officers 


of the Department of Justice regard the act 


as retroactive, thus including Eno and other 
old-time fugitives, but they think itis doubtful 
whether the Executive would permit the ex- 
tradition of these boodlers, as the Dominion 
Parliament distinctly voted down an amend- 
ment declaring the measure retroactive. On 
the other hand itis stated that should the 
courts decide that the law is retroactive the 
Executive will be powerless to prevent the 
extradition of the objectionabie portion of 
the American colony in Canada. Reports 
from Quebec and Montreal indicate that the 
boodlers are much depressed, and frequently 
consult the best legal talent at those places 
as to what course they should pursue under 
the adverse circumstances. Some of the 
boodiers have invested largely in Canadian 
enterprises, and the prospect of having to 
forsake North America and sacrifice their 
Canadian business interests is causing them

TERRIBLE DESTITUTION AMONG THE 
INHABITANTS OF BRAIDWOOD, 


The People Face to Face with Famine— 
Men, Women, and Children Literally 
Without a Mouthful of Food—Entire 
Households Completely Destitute—Pa- 
thetic Incidents Which Came to the 
Notice of a “Tribune” Reporter 
Prompt Agsistance Necessary. 

Braipwoop, III., June 21.—|Special.]—The 
condition of Braidwood today is one to call 
forth the commiseration and the immediate 
practical help of the people of the United 
States. The normal population of the town 
is about 5.000, all directly dependent upon 
the coal-mining industry for their daily 
bread. At this time not one ounce of coal is 
being mined, and the inhabitants are at the 
point of starvation. Men, women, and chil- 
dren alike share in the blight which has 
overcast this section. 

The causes of the stagnation are two— 
the continued depression in the coal 
industry here and the culminating strike 
or lock-out which has placed 1,500 bread-win- 
ners beyond the possibility of utilizing their 
labor, and these two combined nave reduced 
a whole community to something more than 
indigence. 

It is not possible to overstate the condition 
of the people of this city and neighborhood. 
Two months ago the miners of Braidwood 
went on strike, the occasion being a proposed 
recuction in the price paid for getting coal. 
They had made little preparation for a pro- 
longed siege, ana they are today starving. 
The actual facts as to the condition of these 
men and their families have been investi- 


icans, the last named being few in propor- 
tion. There are about 100 colored men, 300 
Italians, 150 Bohemians and Poles. As is the 
case in most industrial communities the fam- 
ilies are large. Of thirty applicants for aid 
today the average number in a family was six. 
The single men have pulled up stakes and 
quit, and the town is face to face with an 
economic problem far beyond its power to 
grapple with. 
SCORES OF CASES OF DESTITUTION, 

Tue TRIBUNE reporter iu his rounds today, 
extending over Lower Braidwood, Eureka, 
and other points, found scores of cases of 
absolute destitution. In one house there 
was a family of ten absolutely without food 
of any kind. This was the home of a 
Scotchman, a steady, hard-working man. 
There wos not in the little cottage a scrap of 
stuff upon which a dollar could be realized. 
A sick baby, 14 weeks old, lay in a rough 
cradle. Between her tears the woman of 
the house told her miserable story. 
was with difficalty that it could 
be extracted from ber, tor  some- 
thing of the ola pride of the 
Scottish race remained in her. She had eight 
children, the youngest being the sick baby. 
A charitable doctor had attended the child, 
and a bill of $18, for which the physician did 
not press, had been contracted. But the nec- 
essary medicines for the sick child could not 
be obtained any longer. The druggists had 
shut down on any further credit. They are 
dependent upon the miners, and not one of 
the latter has a cent left for necessaries. 

DEPENDENT UPON POTATOES. 

In another house was found a family of ten, 
in which the conditions were similar, except 
that none were suffering from illness, 
The man of the house in this case was a Ger- 
man, who formerly worked in the mines, but 
became incapacitated by ill-healtn and has 
since gained a living by peddling. He rents 
a small cottage with a considerable garden, 
and the latter furnishes the sole food supply 
for his family. Asked as to how they lived, 
he said: | 

“We have potatoes and lettuce. In the 
morning the children have some bread and 
gotoschool. They do not come home to din- 
ner, and at night they have lettuce and 
bread. Soon the potatoes will be good, and 
then they will have plenty.” 

“Don’t you have any meat!“ 

% We have not nad any meat since New 
Year’s. We have no money. I pay 88 a 
month for this piace and it has a big garden. 
If the potatoes come out all right we can live. 
I should like some flour.“ 

At another home (if the name be not a 
satire) was found a German woman with 
seven children. Her husband lefttwo weeks 
ago to find work and she has not heard from 
him since. She had not a morsel of 
food of any kind in the “house 
and the barefooted children were crying with 
hunger. This woman got some flour and 
other articles from the relief store later in 
the day. 

FAMINE AND SICKNESS HAND IN HAND. 

The saddest episode of today was witnessed 
at a cottage near the Eureka mines. There 
resides an Englishman named Case, who has 
three children, and a wife who is dying of 
consumption. Possibiy before this is printed 
she may be dead, but in any event 
her decease is but a question of days or 
hours. The husband is a steady, hard-work- 
ing man, and a first-class miner. He said 
that his average earnings from January to 
May had not been more than $17 per month. 
He bought his little home for $150, on pay- 
ments of $ per month, and he stills owes $95 
on this account. Besides that he owes 814 
for medicine, and he has not a bite of food in 
the house. He was given a small order for 
groceries by the Town Supervisor, 
but when offered some potatoes by 
an agent of the Relief Committee he 
declined them, saying that the product 
of his own garden would soon be ready and 
that there were others more needy than he. 
If such there be they must be in hard luck. 
RELIEF MEASURES MISERABLY INADEQUATE. 

The measures for the relief of these dis- 
tressed peopie which have been taken up to 
date are miserably inadequate. Local trades- 
men have sent in flour and a few groceries. 
Some money nas been obtained from Joliet 
and $500 from trades organizations in Chi- 
cago. Today forty sacks of flour arrived, 
and this was distributed in lots of tweive 
pounds each to those who could live no 
longer without it. But twelve pounds of 
flour for a family of ten hungry children 
counts for littie. 

The scene this afternoon at the relief head- 
quarters on Main street was a touching one. 
There stood in line for hours not less than 
150 men, women, and children—white and 
black, Germans, Italians, French, Scotch, 
English, and half a dozen more nationalities

the average here. The children go to school 
barefooted and ragged and come home to re- 
ceive a scrap of bread and any garden stuff 
which may be available. There is little or 
no sickness as yet, but it is feared that using 
the new potatoes before they are actually fit 
for food may result disastrously. A drug- 
gist statea that the absence of disease was 
phenomenal, and explained it by the reason 
that people ate too much anyhow in good 
times and thus made themselves sick. There

Dependent as it is Satirely upon the mines 


| for support, the business of Braidwood hus 


sunk to nothing. The hotelkeepers and 
business-men of the city might as well close 
up. The aged Scotchwoman who keeps the 
Cottage Hotel, and who is the oldest settler 
in Braidwood, toid with tears in her honest 
eyes how she had relieved the immediate 
wants of certain of her neighbors. Another 
lady, the wife of a businéss-man, makes soup 
and bakes bread every day, which 
she distributes to the needy. But these well- 
meant efforts are but drops in the bucket. 
Individual benevolence, however well di- 
rected, can reach only a tithe of the suffer- 
ers. As usual in all cases of this kind the 
obtrusive and persistent come to the front, 
while the actual sufferers stay at home and 
starve. This is particularly true of the En- 
glish and Scotch citizens, who stick out to 
the last before making their wants known. 
It is only when the children clamor 


nearer home. The reporter who visited the 
desolate homes of Braidwood witnessed to- 
day more concentrated misery than he ever 
became cognizant of before in a long expe- 
rience and has not presented the case in too 
strong a light. The people of the coal pro- 
ducing city are in great straits and they need 
immediate help. Clothing, and especially 
boots and shoes, are needed, particularly for 
the children, but above all the call is for the 
necessary food to sustain hfe. Itis the cry 
of the children that is going up today—the 
cry of the innocent sufferers—which cannot 
be ignored. 


MUCH DISTRESS AT STREATOR. 


Over 800 Applications for Relief Received— 
Living on Bread and Water. 

STREATOR, III., June 21.—[Special.]—About 
2,500 miners have been idle here for seven 
weeks, resisting a proposed reduction of 10 
cents per ton in the price of mining. In 
point of good order these seven weeks will 
compare favorably with any corresponding 
period in the city’s history. There has been 
little agitation and no turbulence or disor. 
der. Ownng to the dullness of the coal trade 
last winter a great many of the miners were 
unprepared to stand a strike, and a good deal 
of destitucion prevails, although it is not as 
yet openly displayed in the city. The 
miners’ organization has a relief committee 
which is methodically at work distributing 
such contributions as are sent in. Up to 
date about 800 applications for relief have 
been received. 

The names of all applicants for relief are 


‘kept in a book, and each in turn, as fast as 


money comes in, receives an allowance cor- 
responding to the size of his family, the 
standard being $1.20, the price of a sack of 
flour. 
families are living on bread and water, and 
that there are about 300 applications for 
help that they have failed thus far to relieve 
on account of lack of funds. They think 
about $500 would relieve them of all immedi- 
ate want, and believe that if they can hold 
out until next pay day plenty of assistance 
will flow in from miners who are at work, 
who have pledged themselves to pay 10 cents 
per ton out of their earnings to support this 
strike. 

Meanwhile a great deal of dissatisfaction 
is openly expressed by many miners who 
look upon tne strike as hopeless. Coal is 
being mined in the central and southern parts 
of the State at from 25 to 40 cents per ton 
less than the miners are demanding here, 
and that coal is delivered into the Northwest 
at the same cost of transportation that is 
charged from this point. Miners are going 
from here to those southern districts to dig 
this cheap coal at a price which, according to 
coal operators, makes it impossible to pay 
the price for which miners are striking here. 
About 100 dissatisfied miners assembled in 
the park here today to protest against the 
conduct of the strike, but no definite action 


was taken. 
THE SITUATION AT BRAZIL, 


Funds Inadequate to Relieve the Distress 
—Propositions for a Settlement. 

BRAZZ IL, Ind., June 21.—[Special |—The 
striking block coal miners held their semi- 
weekly meeting today. Through their relief 
committee the sum of $787.74 of relief was 
reported to have been divided among 5,325 
dependents. The vext meeting will be heid 
Tuesday. An inquiry from Gov. Hovey ask- 
ing if the strikers would appoint a committee 
to confer with the State Board of Charities 


‘and the operators was answered in the 


affirmative. The meeting is likely to be held 
next week. A strong effort will be made to 
adjust the differences then. The operators 
guarantee every striker work at once sufii- 
cient to support himself and family at the 
reduction proposed. Work was suspended 
May 1, but the strike was not declared until 
May 18. While there is evidently more or 
less want among the miners, the situation 
has been badly overestimated by sensational 


newspapers.

IS HE THE MAN “SIMONS 53 

Patrick Cooney answers the description of 
J. B. Simons.“ the purchaser of the furni- 
ture. The descriptions thus far given of him 
in the papers have not been correct. The 
best one yet furnished is that given by Mr. 
H. E. Mollan, a Madison street tailor. 

It having been ascertained that Mollan 
made some clothes for Cooney, the former 
was visited yesterday and after some hesita- 
tion gave the following account of his 
customer: Some time in the fall I received 
a consignment of Irish frieze. I advertised 
them. Cooney came to see me soon after. 
He wanted a suit. He was a thorough going 
Irishman. He wanted to encourage Irish 
manufacturers, he said. made 
the suit, charging $35, which 
he promptly paid. Naturally I talked much 
to him. He said he was a Natonalist of the 
advanced and radical type. He led me to 
infer that he was a Clan-na-Gaei. He pvoh- 
poohed the Ancient Order of Hibernians as 
a milk aud water organizauon, and derided 
the Parnellites as agitators. 

He was a smart fellow, a good talker, ear- 
nest in his convictions, and straightforward. 

‘“Tasked him where he got his brogue 
doctored, in London or in Dublin, for though 
there was only alittle trace of the brogue 
there were quite distinct traces of an Engiish 
accent. He evaded my question. 

„At the time I made tne suit for him he 
lived at No. 561 State street. He then worked

He was broad shoul- 
dered, straight and compact, falling off at 
the hips. He measured forty nches at the 
chest. His hairtwas dark ori biack. His 
mustache, which was long, was a redish 
brown. He combed his hair back, 
and had a high, wide forehead. 
His face was ruddy. There were 
some freckles around the eyes and some 
slight indications of smallpox marks. That 
made him appear a little rough at a distance. 
The face was a good one on the whole.

IT CONTAINED VALUABLE POINTERS. 


A Letter Recetved by the Police Causes Ex- 
citement—O’ Sullivan's Position. 

Capt. Schuettler entered Chief Hubbard’s 
office at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon and de- 
livered a letter with the following memoran- 
dum written on the back of the envelope: 

„Pellvered to me by Michael Gavin, who 
said it was left—sentto him.“ 

The letter contained valuable information 
pertaining to the Cronin murder, but what 
that information was could not be learned. 

“It is not improbable that it has reference 
to what we are all interested in.“ said the 
Chief, when questioned by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter. 

„Can you say just what bearing it has!“ 

“I hardly think 1 can; in fact, I haven't 
read it. There are scores of letters brought 
here every day and this is simply one of the 
many.“ 

But over that letter the Chief and Capt. 
Schuettler spent considerable time in discus- 
sion, and when the latter departed he went 
directly to the Chicago Avenue Station and 
two detectives were immediately dispatched 
on apparently urgent business. 

Capt. Schuettler admitted to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter that the letter contained information 
exceedingly acceptable to the police. 

Les; Michael Gavin knows a great deal 
about the people in this case. and he is as- 
ting us in every way that he can. What 
bis information is I will not say.“ 

Still the story goes that P. O’Sullivan is 
going to squeal.“ There were rumors last 
evening that he had squealed. These were 
hunted down, and found to be baseless. It is 
certain, however, that O’Sullivan’s friends 
have been feeling the temper of the State’s 
Attorney in the matter. The iceman has 
been neglected by the clansmen.

He 
thinks he has been slighted. So do his 
friends. His business is suffering. Perhaps 
after a while he will tell all he knows. 


O'DONNELL, “THE AVENGER.” 
An Inspired Article in a Chicago News- 


paper and Its Origin. 
When O'Donnell, “The Avenger,” was 


deputed to “remove” Informer Carey for 


the part taken by the latter in convicting the 
Phoenix Park murderers, he lost no time in 
fulfilling his mission, As is well remem- 
bered, he took passage on the same steamer 
with Carey for South Africa. Carey was 
under the protection of the British Govern- 
ment. His presence on that particular ship 
and his eventual destination were supposed 
to be secrets, and how the facts came to the 
knowledge of O'Donnell and his cocon- 
spirators there is no means of knowing. 
Carey had been given a large sum of money 
by the Government and he and his wife 
were on their way to aremote spot in South 
Africa, where it was supposed the informer 
could end his days in peace and in security 
from the vengeance of the friends of the 
men whom his testimony had sent to the gal- 
lows. How O’Donnell watched his oppor- 
tunity, and shot Carey in his cabin shortly 
before the ship reached port; how he was 
conveyed to England, tried, and sentenced 
to death in spite of the prodigious efforts in 
his behalf on both sides of the Atlantic, are 
events too recent and too well-remembered 
to need recapitulation at this time. 

The plea advanced in behalf of -O’Don- 
nell was insanity—a plea, of course, empty 
and hopeless when made before a jury 
of Englishmen whose first principle was 
the idea that the shedding of human 
blood for the gratification of a desire 
for vengeance was the most grievous of all 
crimes. The O’Donnell jury could not possi- 
bly have rendered any other verdict than the 
one it did. Public opinion prescribed the 
gibbet for O’Donnell; the press demanded it; 
royaity sanctioned it. The conviction and 
death of O’Donnell were foregone conclu- 
sions. In his case no defense at all would 
have proved quite as efficacious as the empty 
one of alleged insanity. The slayer of In- 
former Carey was therefore dulv hanged 
and his body subjected to the usual quick- 
lime process in the yard of the jail wherein 
the execution took place. 

The execution caused considerable stir in 
Chicago, as it did everywhere else where 
Irishmen were congregated in large num- 
bers. There was an all-night meeting of 
mourning, and at the moment when the exe- 
cution was supposed to be taking place—the 
difference between English and American 
time being calculated to a nicety--the mem- 
bers of the meeting rose to their feet bare- 
headed and passed the fatal period by in sol- 
emn silence. 

The Chicago papers the day of the execu- 
tion were of course filled with the accounts 
of the event. One of them, however, had an 
exclusive local article in relation to the af- 
fair that created widespread comment and 
was telegraphed freely to the other newspa- 
vers of the country. The article went 
straight to the point. It stated that, O’Don- 
nell having been hanged, there was now no 
further need of concealment. O’Donnell was 
not insane, never had been, and the claim to 
that effect had only been made in the for- 
lorn hope of saving his neck. In order that 
the dead man might take hia peotser place in 
the array of martyrs who had gone volunta- 
rily to their death tor the sake of their coun- 
try it might as well be declarea now, the ar- 
ticle went on to say, that he had taken the 
task of killing Carey on his sboulders delib- 
erately and willingly. He had been deputed 
to punish the iuformer, or traitor, and had 
nobly done hisduty. He knew that to slay 
Carey meant death to himself, and he had 
promptly and cheerfully accepted the awful 
issue. O'Donnell was a martyr who had per- 
ished in order that an informer might meet 
his deserts. 

To just what extent this article reflected 
the sentiments of the Irish-Americans of 
Chicago itis hard to determine. Inu view, 
however, of the manner in which Alexander 
Sullivan’s name has been used in connection 
with the Cronin case itis not uninteresting 
to know that the pan of glory sung to the 
slayer of Carey tiie day of his doom came to 
the editor of the newspaper in question from 
Alexander Sullivan’s office. It might, more- 
over, be still more interesting to know how 
the writer came into possession of the accu- 
rate details of the acceptance by O'Donnell 
of his fatal mission.

DOINGS OF THE MICHIGAN LAWMAKERS. 


Opponents of the Two Cent Fare Bill De- 
feated—A Libel Law Passed by the Senate. 

LANSING, Mich., June 21.—[Special.|—The 
opponents of the Chapman Graded Two Cent 
Fare bill were artistically floored in the 
Senate. A Senate rule provides that 
no dil shall be reconsidered more 
than once, and the Chapman Dill 
has once before been reconsidered 
and amended. The high fare legion could not 
muster the two-thirds vote necessary to sus- 
pend the rules and there was nothing left to 
do but once more transmit the bill to the 
House for the passage there. It 
was taken from the ands. of the 
House Railroad Committee to- 
night, although the Chairman denounced 
the action as a direct insult to his committee. 
The scene in the House was the 
most exciting of the sessinn, and sev- 
eral attempts tocripple the bill by amending 
were defeated, but the bill finally passed. Itis 
based on the gross earnings of the railroads 
and was intended to reduce fares on the 
Michigan Central, Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern, and Chicago & Grand Trunk. The 
first two are charter roads, and it has been 
discovered that owing to propositions in 
the special laws under which they operate 
the Legislature cannot lower their rates save 
by a two-thirds vote, and that was not given 
in either House. Hence only the Chicago & 
Grand Trunk will be cut down to two cents. 

The proposed libel law, materially modified, 
passed the Senate to-day. It will probably 
also pass the House in its present form. 
The vill specifies that in actions for libel, if 
there is no proof of express malice, or 
the court or jury shall find that 
there was no such malice, then 
no exemplary or punitive damages 
shall be awarded, but such malice nay be in- 
ferred from the nature and tone of the state- 
ments claimed to be libelous. No action for 
libel shall be brought or maintained unless 
the plaintiff shall, before bringing suit, give 
notice by mail or otherwise to the defendant 
to publish a retraction of the libel 
and allow the defendant a reasonable time in 
which to publish such retraction and make 
such amends as are reasonable and possible 
under the circumstances of the case; and 
proof of the publication of any such 
retration or correction shall be ad- 
missible in evidence under the general 
issue on the question of the good faith of the 
defendant in mitigation and reduction of 
damages, provided that the retraction shall 
be published in the same type and same 
editions of the paper as the original libel, 
and so far as is practicable in the same posi- 
tion. 


HAYTIANS FIRE ON AN AMERICAN SHIP. 


A Complaint Will Be Lodged Against Them 
with Secretary of State Blaine. 

New Beprorp, Mass., June 21. — The 
schooner Baltic of Provincetown, Capt. Jo- 
seph Fisher, arrived here today from an 
Atlantic whaling voyage. Last May, while 
at Samana Bay, Santo Domingo, Capt. Fisher 
putin for water. He had previously visited 
the, bay and was boarded by the officer of the 
port, who gave him permission to get wood 
and water as long as he staid in that vicin- 
ity. May 13 the schooner again visited the 
waterirg place. At 6 o’clock that evening 
five soldiers under command of an officer 
came down to the beach and fired ten or 
fifteen shots at the schooner. The first shot 
passed about a foot above tne Captain's head. 
The next two shots went among the crew 
standing on the windlass bits, passing close 
to two seamen. With the bullets flying 


about the Captain had no opportunity to show 


the American flag. The next day Capt. 
Fisher demanded an explanation. The offi- 
cials gave no satisfactory answer, saying 
they thought the vessel was a Spanish 
smuggier. As Spanish vessels thereabouts 
carry no boats on the side, Capt. Fisher re- 
solved to seek higher authority. He went to 
Grudjua and sought an interview with Gen. 
Papoo, who, after visiting the schooner, had 
the five soldiers arrested. They were ar- 
raigned and tried, but three days after Gen. 
Papoo released them, giving as his reason to 
Capt. Fisher that he found they did not kill 
any one. There is a lack of discipline among 
the miltary, and the Americans attribute 
the attack to liquor. A complaint against 
the Haytian Government will be sent to 
Secretary Blaine by Capt. Fisher. The men 
who did the tiring were Haytians. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON AT CAPE MAY, 


He Visits His Family, Now Occupying Mr, 
Wanamaker’s Summer Home. 

Carpe May, N. J., June 21.—[Special. |— 
Benjamin Harrison, President of the United 
States, accompanied by Postmaster General 
Wanamaker and ex-Senator Willam J. 
Sewell of New Jersey, Vice-President of the 
Pennsylvania Raiiroad, arrived at Cape May 
Point tonight at 9:45 in a special car of the 
West Jersey Railroad. They left Washing- 
ton this afternoon in the private car of Pres- 
ident George B. Roberts of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and arrived in Broad street station 
at 7:17. The party was then driven to Mar- 
ket street ferry, Philadelphia, and conveyed 
across the Delaware River to Camden, N. J. 
The special left Camden at 7:54 and made 
Cape May City at 9:30. At the Cape May 
station a great crowd gathered in the fog 
and surrounded the car while it was being 
switched off on the Delaware Bay and Cape 
May Railroad to be taken to Cape May Point. 
At the Cape May station there were fire- 
works and some cheering. At Cape May 
Point station as the President stepped from 
the train three cheers were given. The 
President and Mr. Wanamaker walked to 
“Lylinmyn Villa,” the Postmaster General’s 
cottage. The President will stay till Mon- 
day, but Mr. Wanamaker will probably go 
back to Philadelphia tomorrow. 


FORAKER NAMED AS THE WINNER, 


Prospect That Ohio's Present Governor 
Will Be Named to Succeed Himself. 

CoLumsus, O., June 21.—[Special.—Gov. 
Foraker captured the solid Franklin County 
delegation to the Republican State Conven- 
tion tonight, which makes his strength, so 
far as heard from, 140 votes. Unless all 
signs fail he will be nominated on the first 
ballot, although many of his friends doubt the 
expediency of his candidacy. There is 
not much stock taken in the reported candi- 
dacy of Maj. MeKinley, as it is argued that 
he could not forego his present bright pros- 
pects as Speakerof the House of Representa- 
tives for the _Governorship. Gen. Ken- 
nedy, Speaker Lampson, and Gen. Dawes 
are the other candidates, and a synopsis 
of the delegates’ votes so far selectea give 
Kennedy 48, Dawes 24, and Lampson 14. Tne 
Kenaedy strength comes from Central Ohio, 
that of Dawes from the river and southeast- 
ern counties, while Lampson’s friends are to 
be found in the Western Reserve and north- 
eastern tier of counties. Ine primaries 
to be held tomorrow will add largely to 
Lampson’s vote. As it now stands the nom- 
ination will go to Foraker without doubt. 
The State has been industriousiy worked up 
in his behalt in spite of his declaration that 
he was not a candidate.

BURKE'S VISIT TO JOLIET. 


The Suspect Said to Have Been in That 
City from May 5 to June 9. 

JouretT, III., June 21.—[Special.]—The ar- 
rest at Winnipeg of Burke, one of the sus- 
pected murderers of Cronin, and the develop- 
ments subsequently brought to light, bring 
out the rather startling information that 
Burke was in Joliet from the day following 
the murder until Sunday, June 9. During 
his stay here he stopped with a man named 
Martin Walsh, who moved to Joliet last 
April. It was this gentleman who gave the 
bit of information to the Chicago authorities 
yesterday. Walsh is now in Chicago 
and wil stay there until the in- 
vestigation closes, It appears that Walsh and 
Burke used to work together in Chicago and 
were quite intimate. Walsh was astonished 
the day after Dr. Cronin was murdered to 
meet Burke on the street in Joliet. Burke 
had just arrived here, and was apparently 
giad to meet his old chum. Burke was near- 
ly outof money at the time, but he spent 
what he had entertaining Walsh in a saloon. 
He remained in Joliet until June 9, and dur- 
ing his stay was dead broke all the 
time. The day before he left, how- 
ever, he received a package of 
money, which Walsh thinks contained about 
$200, from some mysterious source. Waish 
thinks it was delivered to him by a Chicago 
man, but the police are of the opinion that it 
was sentto him through an express com- 
pany. | 

As soon as Burke got the money he said he 
was going to Chicago. He left Joliet that 
night, and as usual he forgot to pay his board 
bill. His stay in Chicago was brief, lasting 
only long enough for him to bid good-by to 
afew friends and purchase a ticket for 
Winnipeg. 

Welsh says Burke’s actions were peculiar 
while he was here. He said that Burke’s 
nights were sleepless and restless, and that 
he was constantly talking aloud in his sleep 
about somebody whom he seemed to think 
was following him. Itis said that certain 
money orders passed between Burke and 
Cnicago parties during the fofmer’s stay 
here. Officials from Chicago have been in 


Joliet the last day or two looking up Burke's 


record. Sheriff Huston said this morning 
that he was visited bya Chicago detective 
and asked for information concerning Burke. 


WILL GO AFTEK MARTIN BURKE, 


Attorney Baker of Judge Longenecker’s 
Office Will Take the Papers to Winnipeg. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 21.—|Special.]—

Burke, under arrest at Winnipeg for com- 
plicity in the Cronin murder.

ACCIDENT ON A FREIGHT ELEVATOR. 


Three Men Drop Sixty Feet by the Break- 
ing of a Shaft. 

The twelve-story building of the Chicago 
Sugar Refining Company, at the foot of Taylor 
street, was the scene of a serious accident yester- 
day afternoon. Three workmen were taking a 
Small load of sugar from the second to the sixth 
story, and just as the elevator reached the fourth 
floor the shaft which drove the hoisting machin- 
ery broke und the elevator fell to tne basement, 
sixty feet below. The three men were all seri- 
ously injured, thougu it is believed none of them 
will die. They are William Larsen, the elevator 
conductor, aged 26; Henry Netz, acooper, aged 40, 
and Randolpt Wendt, also a cooper, aged 29. The 
cap of Larsen's knee was broken, and he was 
badly bruised about the body. Netz was also 
seriously bruised about the face and body, and 
the bone of his right leg was broken above the 
ankle ana 1 up towards the knee. Wendt 
suffered no broken bones, butit is feared that 
he is injured internally. Drs. E. W. Lee, J. D. 
Murphy, and ‘ artman and Schimer 
were cahed and attended the injured men. 

The elevator was an Otis machine, raised and 
lowered by cables, winding and 2 
around a large drum, and run by two smal 
steam-engines. The steel shaft which broke was 
three and one-half inches thick and drove the 
drum. Arnold Behr, superintendent of the re- 
finery, said: There must have been a flaw in 
the steel, but it could not be detected from tne 
surface, or the shaft would never have been 
used. I do not see how the accident could 
have been foreseen. The elevator is the 
only one in the “building, and all the 
officers use it. I have ridden on it every day. 
There was — a light load on the elevator at 
the time, but suppose it might have broken 
without any load. The men were taking some 
blocks of sugar up to the sixth floor and it was 
one of them falling on Netz's leg that broke it.“ 

Wendt was seen at his room, where he was 
lying on his bed groaning with pain. Netz and

They Pulled His House Down. 
Michael Fallon began suit in the Circuit Court 
yesterday against Michael McDonough and 
Daniel M. McKinley for $25 000 damages. Fallon

lived there for twenty years past. McKinley 
bought up some kind of outstanding title against 
it, and a month ago began suit against Fallon 
for forcible entry and detainer before Justice 
Lyon.

Chicago Suffers by the Flood. 

It was reported yesterday that the destruction 
of the Cambria Iron-Works at Johnstown would 
interfere seriously with the construction of the 
West Side cable road. The Johnstown concern 
has the contract for the iron-work both for the 
Madison street and Milwaukee avenue lines. 

Mr. Yerkes, however, denied this yester- 
day. “The Cambria people have three 
plants,“ he said, and the one. which is do- 
ing our work is located at Moxam, Pa., 
five miles from Johnstown. It is true some 
of our rail was delayed en route by the Johns- 
town flood, but that only meant a delay of two 
or three days.

Litigation Over the Corwith Estate. 


The Union National Bank and the Chicago & 
Aurora Smelting & Refining Works filed a bill 
in the Superior Court against Nathan Corwith 
and Clarence F. Birdseye asking that a convey- 
ance of property made by the late Nathan 
Corwith Sr. to Birdseye be set aside. The bill 
alleges that when the late firm of N. Corwith & 
Co. failed, Oct. 18, 1888, it was indebted to the 
bank in the sum of $39,580, and to the Aurora 
Smelting & Refining Works in the sums of 842, 
991 for goods soldand delivered and of $39,123 
for breach of contract to accept ese ordered. 
It is alleged that on or about t. 20, two days 
after the failure, Nathan Corwith Sr. executed a 
quitclaim deed, signed by himself and his wife, 
of $300,000 worth of Cook County real estate 
to Clarence F. Birdseye. his convey- 
ance, it is claimed, was with the in- 
tention to defraud the creditors and to 
hinder them from collecting their claims against 
the estate. Itis alleged that though Birdseye 
claims that the conveyance was made to him as 
a trustee for Blake Bros. & Co. ana the Omaha 
& Grant Smelting-Works, who are other credit- 
ors, yet he will, unless restrained, sell the prop 
erty for the benefit of himself or others. The 

etitioners claim that Birdseye is a citizen of 

ew York, and has not as much title to act as 
trustee as have the petitioners. It is claimed 
that the convevance being made when the late 
firm was insolvent, in pursuance of a plan origi- 
nated because of such insolvency, constitutes an 
assignment in favor of non-resident creditors to 
the exclusion of those who reside in Illinois, 
—— is contrary to the laws and policy of the 

tate. 

It is asked that the conveyance to Birdseye be 
decreed void and set aside and that the property 
be taken possession of by the court and sold for 
the benefit of all the creditors; that a receiver 
be appointed to collect all the repts and income, 
and that Birdseye be enjoined from selling or 
disposing of the property.

A motion for temporary alimony and solicitor’s 
fees was argued before Judge Tuley in the suit 
of Mrs. Emily F. Gary against Olin J. Gary for 
separate maintenance for desertion.

It was 
in the case of John W. Wilson against the com- 
pany for the death of his son John. One of the 
jurors, Emil B. Cleff. told Judge Baker that Nel- 
son had called on him at his place of business, 
No. 240 Jackson street, and had asked him to 
bring about a disagreement of the jury. The 
court at once called the attention of the counsel 
in the cuse to the matter. Nelson, when taken 
before the court, denied the charge. Juror Cleff, 
however, positively identifiea the colored man 
and the order was issued for him to appear in 
court this morning. Mr. Walker, attorney for 
the company, offered His services as prosecutor. 
The jury in the case returned a verdict against 
the railway company for $2,000 damages.

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Tue Utica, N. V., Board of Education is 
agitating the subject of school savings banks, 
as they are carried on in France and Bel- 
gium, for the purpose of teaching scholars 
to economize. Numerous statistics were fur- 
nished at a recent meeting showing the num- 
ber of depositors and amounts of deposits. 
In sixty departments in France there are 
8,083 school banks, with 177,040 depositors, 
and total deposits of over $500,000. Thers 
are also sixty-two school penny banks in and 
around Liverpool, with 20,252 accounts, The 
average weekly deposit, reckoning forty 
weeks of school, is a little over 4 cents. Suc- 
cessful banks of this kind! have also been 
conducted at Long Island City for many 
years, the deposits now amounting to $5,692. 
{he Utica board has taken a favorable view 
of the project and wili undoubtedly intro- 
duce it at once. The plan is worthy of a gen- 
eral trial in other cities, as it is calculated to 
teach economy, thrift, and a knowledge of 
the use of money at the most susceptibie 
age. Savings banks of this kind in the 
large schools would also be invaluable anti- 
dotes to anarchy. 


ONLY A WEEK TO ELECTION DAY, 
Next Saturday the voters of Chicago and 


its immediate suburbs are to vote whether 
those municipalities, which are ons in almost 
everything but name, shall be united. There 
is no question as to the result in the city. 
There will be a small vote, but it will be 
unanimous in favor of taking them all in. 
This is not because Chicagoans believe they 
can make anything by it, that they can les- 
sen their own taxes, or tax others for their 
benefit. They are for it because they 
believe the overflow population of Chi- 
cago should be counted as part of the city, 
and because the greater the city the prouder 
they are of it. They want to see Chicago 
the second largest place in the United States 
when the next census is taken. 

While annexation will give the suburbs 
lower taxes, better water, better police and 
fire protection, cheaper gas and insurance, 
there is in some of them a bitter fight against 
union. It is confined almost exclusively to 
officeholders and their clients. This tax-eat- 
ing class is not strong in numbers, but it has 
influence and power, and itis determined if 
it can to retain its hold on the places off 
which its members have lived so long. They 
are spending their time and all the money 
they can raise to beat annexation. This zeal 
on the partof these men should teach prop- 
erty-owners what way their interests lie. 
When the taxpayers of Lake View see the 
city officers extorting contributions from 
poorly paid firemen and policemen to meet 
campaign expenses it should be sufficient evi- 
dence that the sooner such city officers are 
legislated out of their places the better for 
the community. 

The taxpayers of Lake View see the city 
officers selling $50,000 worth of bonds for a 
new water tunnel, when annexation will 
make such an expenditure unnecessary. 

The taxpayers of Lake see that their 
Trustees are fighting annexation, which will 
give chem an abundant supply of water at 
rates lower than they now pay. They see also 
that if next year Hyde Park should refuse to 
extend the contract which allows Lake to 
use its old tunnel the town will be absolutely 
without water and will have to build costly 
works of its own. Should Hyde Park be an- 
nexed it will be in the power of tais city to 
dictate terms to Lake. 

The Hyde Park taxpayers, who now have 
three fire engines to protect the property in 
forty-eight square miles, must see that when 
the village officers fight annexation, which 
would bring with it ample protection against 
fire, that that hostility must be dictated by a 
wish to advance personal interests and not 
those of the community of which they area 
part. 

The fact that officeholders and contractors 
alone oppose annexation should send every 
taxpayer to the polis next week to cast his 
ballot for immediate union with the city.

FRAUDS ON THE FARMERS. 

The Department of Agriculture of the 
Canadian Province of Ontario has done some- 
thing which might be imitated with profit in 
the Western States. It called on a large 
number of its reguiar correspondents for in- 
formation as to the frauds which had been 
chiefly practiced oa farmers, to their knowl 
edge, and then embodied that information 
in a bulletin to be distributed throughout the 
agricultural sections. It is expected that 
henceforth when any man makes a proposi- 
tion to an Ontario farmer he will run over the 
list of swindles in the bulletin and will kick 
the stranger off the farm if he finds him on 
the black list. 

It appears that the articles which most 
easily lend themselves to purposes of fraud 
are churns, washing machines, pumps, sickle- 
grinders, stovepipe shelves, land-rollers, 
plows, barbed wire, lightning rods, hay forks, 
scules, roofing paint, pianos, sewing machines, 
fruit trees, and all kinds of patent rights. 
The pump swindle is thus managed: A 
traveling agent asks the farmer to become 
an agent for the sale of iron pumps, promis- 
ing him one free if he will. The farmer 
agrees to take eleven pumps, which he is to 
sell at $15 apiece, reserving $5 on each as his 
commission. Then he signs what he believes 
to be an order for the pumps on these terms, 
but which turns out later on to be a promis- 
sory note for $165, the retail value of the 
pumps. Sometimes there is a “ verbal under- 
standing“ that if the goods are not sold they 
will be taken back, but that understanding 
never materializes, while the note does. 
Rusty iron pumps in many an Ontario barn 
bear witness to the success with which this 
scheme has been worked. 

The hay-fork swindle is somewhat similar. 
rhe agent offers to put up one for nothing if 
the farmer.will take an agency. He accepts, 
and later on another man calls to get him to 
sign a statement of the condition of his at- 
fairs just to show that he is a responsible 
person.“ In some mysterious way this is 
converted into an order for a large number 
of hay forks. The man who thinks he is 
merely signing a recommendation of the 
working of a fanning-mill which is on exhi- 
bition finds that he has ordered one. Shoddy 
peddlers pretending to represent great 
English or Scotch houses sell goods whici 
are so flimsy they will not stand sewing to- 
gether. Imitation gold watches are sold 
sometimes as high as 860 which turn out to 
be worth nothing. Inere, as in this country, 
the nursery agent finds his easy victims, and 
the seed grain or Bohemian oats swindler 
has coined money. In hghtning-rods there 
is now but little cheating done; the farmers 
have learned that device of the enemy. 

A most ingenious trick was perpetrated by 
a clerical-looking couple who, with a timid- 
looking young man and woman, drove up to 
a farmhouse and stated that the couple had 
taken a whimsical notion that they should 
like to be married among such handsome sur- 
roundings, and were willing to pay well for 

(ne privilege. The farmer consented, served 
them a fine dinner, and wus paid $40 for his 
trouble. The receipt which he guve the 
room returned to plague him in the form of 


a $400 promissory note in the hands of an in- 
nocent holder. The inventors of this bright 
game have about worked out the province 
and will be likely to try the States. The 
Western farmer must beware. 

The advice given by the Department of 
Agriculture to the Ontario farmer is sensi- 
ble and worth imitating everywhere. itis 
that the farmer stick to his farm and be not 
in too much of a hurry to get rich; that he 
never sign anything for a stranger, and that 
he always read what he signs; that he deal 
only with weil established firms, and that he 
read the papers and pay for them, as he will 
thus get the earliest information about new 
and improved methods of cheating. 


MONEY NEEDED IN THE CRONIN CASE 
That thorough investigation of the doings 
of the boodlers which made their conviction 
and the purification of the County Board 
possible could not have been had but for the 
money which was contributed by certain pub- 
lie-spirited citizens and was put at the dis- 
posal of the then State’s Attorney. It is not 
unlikely that something of the same kind 
will have to be done if the Cronin case is 
not to be allowed to drop and the murderers 
to escape justice. This does not mean that a 
fund shall be raised to enable the State’s At- 
torney or any one else to go fishing for evi- 
dence, but that there are certain expenses 
which will necessarily have to be incurred 
and which there ought to be money on hand 
to meet. Tur TRIBUNE is informed that the 
prosecution is now crippled for lack of funds. 

Take, for instance, the case of the man 
Burke now under arrest at Winnipeg. It is 
plain that he does not irtend to come back 
without a fight. He will insist on having a 
hearing before the local court. The prosecu- 
tion will have to retain counsel to look after 
its interests. It will have to get a good law- 
yer, and it will not do to teli him that in the 
course of time, if it feels like it, the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners will make 
an appropriation to pay for his services. The 
average Canadian lawyer wants no such con- 
tingent fee as that. 
of a messenger sent to Winnipeg with the 
requisition are paid by the State, but those 
of the witnesses who have been sent there 
will have to be defrayed by the county. 

These are but ingtances of what is happen- 
ing all the time. The work of the grand 
jury is hampered for lack of funds, and no 
one can promise that any will be forthcom- 
ing. 

Therefore Col. Rend, the secretary of the 
committee appointed originally to raise funds 
to investigate the Cronin case before it was 
positively known that Cronin was dead, is 
justin time when he announces that he is 
ready to receive subscriptions to cover the 
expense of the search for and prosecution of 
the Cronin murderers. He believes that 
$20,000 will be sufficient, and there ought to 
be no trouble in raising that amount. A 
large portion of it will doubtiess come from 
those members of the Clan-na-Gael who 
were in sympathy with Dr. Cronin, and 
therefore the most anxious to punish those 
who *“*removed”’ him, but tnere will also be 
many outside of that organization who will 
be glad to give to such a cause. 

When the State’s Attorney knows that 
there is a fund behind him, and that bills 
which he will approve as being for necessary 
expenses will be promptly paid, he can go on 
with his investigations with a thoroughness 
and confidence which are now impossible,

RAILROAD DISCRIMINATIONS. 
The New York Bulletin seems to be all at 


sea with regard to the rights of railroad cor- 
porations and the duty they owe to the pub- 
lic. It states and gives a quasi-indorsement 
to the opinion of prominent railroad men 
that discrimination in rates is largely 
forced on the railroads for the purpose of 
allowing produce to command markets which 
it could never reach without such conces- 
sions,” that “the most important freight 
movements of the country are dependent on 
discriminations between through and local 
charges.“ and that “the actual prohibition 
of discrimination would worka revolution in 
trade aud transportation,” leaving it to be 
inferred that such a change would be highly 
detrimental, and therefore should be resisted 
at all hazards. 

There is no denying the claim that “ dis- 
crimination, in accordance with market re- 
quirements and varying conditions, is an in- 
herent and (apparently) essential feature of 
the vast railroad system,“ but that fact does 
not prove it to be either desirable or just. 
The position is really a false one. It is a 
direct result of the assumption by railroad 
men that they constitute a sort of paternal 
government. They ought to regard them- 
selves as servants of the peopie instead of 
masters; Itis not their function to inquire 
whether the merchants of this or that town 
or city can continue to do a profitable trade 
without being charged less for a 
given service than is exacted from 
their competitors in other places. In the 
case of disaster, such as that at Johnstown 
or Seattle, they have a right to donate their 
services for the relief of suffering, but out- 
side of that rangeof philanthropic action 


they are no more justified in discriminating 


for the benefit of one man, class, or location 
than the taxgatherer is in making rebates 
to his friends on the plea that they cannot 
afford to pay at the same rate as their neigh- 
bors. When railroads undertake to make 
rates to favor men who kill cattle at the sea- 
board, or who slaughter hogs ou the Missouri 
River, claiming that but for such interfer- 
ence the killing would be done elsewhere, 
they assume the responsibility of deciding 
that property at one piace is selling too high, 
and at another too low, and undertake to 
equalize the conditions, 

The railroad is au equalizer, and legiti- 
mately so, but changes its rdle to one of op- 
pressive inequality when it assumes to 
charge different rates to two individuals who 
ask of it precisely the same service. 


DECAY OF THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 

In the earlier years of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation its meetings were well attended 
and the deliberations harmonious. In those 
days members accepted office with reluc- 
tance, for they felt the responsibility of tak- 
ing a prominent part in public affairs. No- 
body sought office in the association nor 
wished to retain it longer than he could belp. 
A sacrifice of time ana inclination was de- 
manded of everybody who served on the 
Executive Board. Such athing as an effort 
to extend the term of the governing body by 
mere legerdemain without the courtesy of 
an election was not dreamed of. Then Am- 
bler was but a clerk, and it was the practice 
for the majority and not the minority to con- 
trol. But even the wishes of a respectable 
minority were always regarded. That has 
been changed. The principle has been as- 
serted and acted on that the majority of tne 
membership ts not safe and cannot be trusted. 
The good will of the community, which was 
once prized, is now thought to be of no conse- 
quence. The codperation of we press, once 
thought desirable, is now considered some- 
thing to be avoided. The offices which men 
once took with reluctance, acting only from 
a strong sense of duty, are now captured by 
tricks and their terms extended by uuparlia- 
mentary rulings. 

The disreputable methods of the primary 
and the caucus, the suppression of which 
was one of the objects which the originators 
of the association sought to bring about, 
have been adopted in their most odious forms 
inthe meetings of the association itself. 
The practices of corrupt cliques in the Coun- 


Of course the expenses 


cil and the County Board which the associa- 
tion once combated it has now resorted to. 
As the Citizens’ Association appears to 
have made up its mina to cut loose from the 
public and to ask from it neither considera- 
tion nor recognition it matters little hence- 
forth what blunders it commits. It has de- 
cided to cease to be a factor in public affairs 
in this city. This inevitably follows when it 
passes into the hands of men who are nota- 
ble only for erratic views and infirm tem- 
pers and who have no respect for the rights 
of their felluw members. The Citizens’ As- 
sociation can be potent for good only when 
it meets with tne approval of a fair 
share of the press and the people, 
and when its action is the result of a delib- 
erate agreement of alarge majority of its 


members, reached after full discussion. 


When, as in the present instance, an associa- 
tion is oppossd by a united press and dis- 
trusted by most of the people its period of 
usefulness is fast drawing to a close. 

That the organization is at preseut far from 
harmony is shown by the proceedings of the 
last meeting, when a minority of the mem- 
bership, intrenched behind an unskilled 
President and his unparliamentary rulings, 
was able to ride roughshod over others and 
to perpetuate its power by fine work.” It 
renounced all codperation with press or pub- 
lic. It gladly gave up these that it might re- 
tain Ambler, . 

if the Citizens’ Association had not thus 
determined to go out of existence it might 
have been proper to say to those who run it 
that it was bad policy to pay so high a price for 
Ambler; that it would have been wiser to 
respect the rights of others and not crowd 
them to the wall in so coarse a fashion, and 
that it would pay better to have the esteem 
and confidence of the citizens whom they 
pretend to represent than their contempt or 
indifference. Butas the ruling spirits have 
decided otherwise there is no reason why 
the citizens should concern themselves fur- 
ther about a semi-secret society which is

truth has withdrawn from public hfe. The 
„Citizens“ Association may live until the 
death of Ambier deprives it of its last excuse 
for existence, but it is more likely that it will 
soon come to an ignobie end; and like an ex- 
hausted candle it will go out with a stench.

THE REACTION AGAINST PROHIBITION, 

The actuon of Rbode Island following that 
of Pennsylvania seems to demonstrate that 
there is in the East an overwhelming reac- 
tion against prohibitory liquor laws. The 
verdict of the people of Rhode Island is par- 
ticularly significant. The issue there was as 
to the continuance of a prohibitory system 
after it had been tried and tested, while in 
Pennsylvania the question was as to whether 
the experiment should be undertaaen and 
prohibition given atrial. The argument that 
it would be expedient ta give the prohibitory 
system a test and see whether it would not 
abate the evils of intemperancs in a greater 
degree than repressive taxation of saloons 
was freely used in Pennsylvania, but without 
success. 

The Prohibitionists are already explaining 
their defeat in Pennsylvania on the theory 
that a majority of the people wanted their 
tipple rather than the adoption of laws to 
promote temperance, and hence would op- 
pose any radical restricuon of the liquor 
traffic. Pennsylvania, notwithstanding her 
rigid system of high license and local option, 
is put down as a free whisky State.“ And 
the defeat of prohibition is ascribed toa 
“rum-drinking majority” that would not 
even give the prohibitory system a trial. Un- 
founded as this assertion is in respect to 
Pennsylvania, it is opposed to every fact of 
the situation in Rhode Island. There the 
people adopted prohibition, gave it a faithful 
trial, and rejected it because it proveda 
failure. 3 


Rhode Island adopted prohibition three 


years ago by a majority of 5,000 and now re- 
peals it by a majority of 5,000 over and above 
the necessary three-tifths. There is no mis- 
taking the significance of this action. A 
majority of the people were willing to try 
prohibition and learn whether it could be en- 
forced to the advantage of the co.nmunity. 
They desired laws that would promote tem- 
perance, and now that they annul a prohibi- 
tory amendment after once adopting it the 
only reasonable conclusion 1s that it has dis- 
appointed their expectations and proved a 
failure. The Providence Journal in review- 
ing the situation just before the recent elec- 
tion said that ‘‘ prohibition was put into the 
Constitution asan experiment, and the ex 

periment has proved a fauure and 
worse than a failure.“ The Journal 
predicted that the people would reverse their 
previous action because “the prohibitory law 
had not accomplished what it professed to be 
able to accomplish ana what the 
least confident of those who voted for it 
hoped it might accomplish.” The saloons 
were not closed, the sale of liquor went on 
under conditions “exceptionally debasing 
and demoralizing,” and disrespect for the 
authority of the State was stimulated be- 
cause of its futile effort to enforce a law gen- 
erally “derided and defled.“ The only hope 
of enforcing the law was to bring the larger 
towns under despotic legislation, deprive 
them of the right to manage their own af- 
fairs, ana rule them arbitrarily against the 
will of the majority. The question before 
the people of Rhode Island was whether to 
repeal a law which had proved worse than a 


failure or try to enforce it by arbitrary au- 


thority in opposition to fundamental princi- 
ples of free government. Now that prohibi- 
tion has been tested and discarded Rhode 
Island may try high license and local option, 
confident of good results. The strength of 
the reaction against prohibition is shown by 
the following list of States that bave refused 
during the last two years to adopt prohib- 
itory amendments:

THE crop statistician at Washington is re- 
ported to have written as follows with 
respect to the wheat acreage of the United 
States for the current year: “ I intended to 
print inthe (June) report the usual prelim- 
inary comparison, but concluded it might 
save some persistent misrepresentation and 
consequent confusion of the public mind by 
waiting to give the final figures.’”’ It would 
appear from this that the statistician labors 
under the mistaken impression that he holds 
his office for some other purpose than that of 
informing the public of the crop facts as 
fast as they are developed, and deems him- 
self authorized to be the judge of the 
time when such information should be 
given to the world. It is hard for any 
one but himself to conceive what is 
the use of paying for a voluminous. crop cor- 
respondence all through the year if the 
knowledge thus gleaned is to be heid back 
because the compiler thinks it possible the 
result may be siightiy changed by subsequent 
reports. The average citizen may be tempted 
to think that Mr. Dodge would better earn 
his salary if he regarded it as his duty to 
report the facts as they come to hand and 
be equally willing to make a different show- 
ing if altered conditions, or more precise 
knowledge of formerly existing ones, war- 
rantit. All through his tenure of office he 
has seemed to labor under the impression 
that it was derogatory to his dignity to ad- 
mit that any previous report needed to be 
modified by a succeeding one, and that it 1s 
his duty or privilege to change the averages 


obtained from the correspondence of his | 


bureau if they did not suit his ideas of pro- 
priety. Surely it should be about time for 
the statistician to make a change in his sys- 
tem or for the Government to make one. 
When a man rises to such a lofty apprecia- 
tion of his own value as a public servant that 
he thinks himself master of the facts as well 
as of the situation and his employers he 
furnishes good reason for removal.” 


Tun Weems railway system, incorporated 
under the name of the Electro-Automatic 
Transit Company of Baltimore, has patented 
ail its appliances and announces itself as 
nearly ready for business, which is the same 
as that of the Boston system, recently de- 
scribed in Tun Trrsune—namely: the rapid 
transmission of mail matter and packages, 
though the agency is different. Instead of 
magnetism, electricity generated by steam is 
the motive power. The train is made up of 
a motor, mail and express car, telescoped 
into each other. The road is to be built on 
the surface of the ground, with track of 
twenty-four inches gauge, and the running 
time is three miles a minute. At this rate 
the mails between New York and Omaha 
would be carried in a night, and between 
Chicago ana the Mississippi River in about 
an hour. It may be safely affirmed tbat our 
esteemed country contemporaries in Burling- 


ton, Peoria, and St. Louis will vigorously op 


pose the electro-automatic affair, for once it 
should be in good running order there would 
be no occasion for the publication of papers 
in either city or in Oshkosh, Kankakee, 
Springfield, Rolling Prairie, or any other 
suburban place. The projectors will never 
make a success of the electro-automatic as a 
suriace read, however. The amount of de- 
struction which this red demon, rushing 
along noiselessly three miles a minute with 
no One on board, would accomplish at cross- 
ings and in the suburbs of towns is some- 
thing frightful to contemplate. The Boston 
concern has the advantage of it on this point, 
as that is entirely overhead. 


Tun St. Louis Globe- Democrat has for two or 
three days been printing something like the 
following in the first column of its editorial 
page: 


“Called Back.” Chicago subscriptions for 
the Johnstown sufferers. 


This is tus way in which the Globe-Democrat 
seeks to call attention away from the small- 
ness of the St. Louis subscription for the 
benefit of the sufferers. That place gave, on 
an exaggerated estimate, nearly $30,000. 


Chicago has raised over $115,000, nearly all of 


which has been sent forward to the Relief 
Committee at Pittsburg. In addition to that 
sum, which was handled by the Mayor, there 
was a Board of Trade relief fund of $17,000 
—more than half what all St. Louis gave— 
which has been temporarily recalled by the 
givers, but is still subject to draft by the 
Johnstown committee. If it turns out that 
it can be used to advantage for the sufferers 
there, there it will go. If it is found that it 
is not needed there it will go to Seattle, or be 
used for some equally praiseworthy purpose. 
The donors will never get it back. If St. 
Louis would practice charity more and criti- 
cise the charity of others less it would 
have a little higher reputation for practical 
Christianity than it now has.

HYDE PARK ANNEXATION MEETINGS. 


One at Roseland and the Other at South 
 Park—The Arguments Used. 

The annexationists held two meetings last 
night, one at Roseland and the other at 
Rosalie Music-Hall, South Park. L. H. Bis- 
bee and W. B. Arnold were the speakers at 
Roseland, while W. R. Kerr, W. C. Niblack, 
the Rev. J. M. Caldwell, and D. L. Shorey 
told the people at South Park why it was bet- 
ter for Hyde Park to become a part of Chi- 


cago. 

J. S. Thompson called the meeting to order 
and William R. Kerr, Coliector of Hyde 
Park, was chosen to act as Chairman. Be- 
fore the speakers were introduced Mr. Kerr 
said the antis“ were making the statement 
that if Hyde Park was annexed the city au- 
thorities would refuse to grant permits to 
bury in Oakwoods Cemetery. He tben re- 
ferred to the correspondence which will be 
found in another column. 

Hyde Park’s revenue this year from all 
sources, including taxes, will not exceed 
$442,600. The estimated expense of carrying 
on the rnment as it is at present, with- 
out providing for any additional police or 
21 00 If was 500, showing a deficit 
of $102,900. If Hyde Park went into the city, 
within thirty days three new fire engines 
would be located in the district. 

“The anti-annexationists,” said W. C. Nib- 
lack; say it will take two years to get im- 
provements, if we are annexed, which can 
now be obtained in thirty days from the 
Village Board. Common sense ought to show 
them that the village hall will not be aban- 
doned, and that it won’t be necessary to go 
away up to the City-Hall when we want any- 
thi one. The same officers or others as 
pose will be employed to look after the needs 
of this section. To bear them talk, one would 
believe it is the intention of the city 
authorities to yank off a chimney 
from one school-house, take a door 
from another, and gradually tear down ail 
our schoolhouses. No such thing is contem- 
plated and it would not be good business 
management if the present standard is not 
kept up. When Chicago weds us, she takes 
us for better, for worse, for richer, for poor- 
er, and assumes all our contracts and liabili- 
ties. Our schools are built trom bon 
raised in the various districts. Our own di 
trict issued some a few weeks ago which 
Were sola at a premium. The man who’. 
bought them sold them ata still greater 
premium on the strength of the elec- 
tion June 29, when it is expected 
Chicago willembrace us within her limits. 
Chicago will have to pay the bonds and we 
will be relieved of the burdensome interest.

HYDE PARK’S TRUSTEES, 


Trying to Stem the Current in Favor of An- 
nexation—Improvements Plauned. 

The Hyde Park Trustees met last evening 
and directed the Village Attorney to prepare 
an ordinance providing for a reduction of 20 
per centin the water tax. Thisis the sec- 
ond reduction made since January. The 
reason given was that the increase of water- 
takers has caused the revenue to exceed the 
cost of pumping e water and other ex- 
penses. The following resolutions were pre- 
sented by the Finance Committee and 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, The annexation of the Village of 
Hyde Park to the City of Chicago under the pro- 
visions of the Annexation law, which has re- 
cently gone into effect, is being earnestly advo- 
cated by a number of our citizens; and 

WHEREAS, By the terms of this law the City 
of Chicago after annexation would assume the 
joint indebtedness of Hyde Park and the pres- 


lage of Hyde Park would pay its share of the in- 
dehedness of the present City of Chicago, and 
the present city would pay its proportion of the 
indebtedness of the Village of Hyde Park; and 
WHEREAS, The City of Chicago is now in debt 
up to and beyond the limit allowed by che State 
Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, The Vill of Hyde Park can bor- 
row the sum of $248,000 before reaching the legal 
5 per cent limit of indebtedness, which money 
can be well spent in makmg certain mucb needed 
improvements, and 

HEREAS, It would be fair and proper that 
since after annexation Hyde Park would be re- 
ti to pay its share of the full bonded debt of 

hioago, Chicago should * its share of the full 
—— indebtedness o yade Park, thereby 
ma 
fair in its terms as possible, and 

WHEREAS, Before annexation it is possible 
for ube Village of Hyde Park to borrow $248,000 
and issue bonds erefor payadle in twenty 
years, and renewablé then if not paid, for the 
purpose of making such needed improvements, 
While after annexation no money can be bor- 
rowed for the city for such improvements, be- 
cause the city will owe, to begin with, more than 
the 5 per cent of the indebtedness allowed by 
law; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Village of Hyde Park pro- 
ceed to borrow such sum or sums of money as 
may be necessary to make the following improve- 
ments, necessary to the general welfare of the 
Village: Large water main on Cottage Grove 
avenue from Fifty-first street to Thirty-ninth 
street, estimated cost $25,000; twelve-inch water 
main on Forty-first street from State street to 
Lake avenue, estimated cost $10.000 ytwelve-inch 
water pipe to Grand Crossing, estimated cost 
$10,000; twelve-inch water pipe to Calhoun, 
estimated cost $9,000; twelve-inch water pive to 
Cummings and Hegewisch, estimated cost $30,000; 
two miles water pipe in sundry places to complete 
circuit, estimated cost $12,000; water main on 
One Hundred and Eleventh street, estimated 
cost $5,000; one new fire engine at Fifty-third 
street, with building and grounds, estimated 
cost $10,000; extension of Fire Department at 
Colehour, $5,000; extension of Fire Department 
at Fiftieth and State streets, 32 000; extension of 
department at Woodlawn, $2,000; extension of 
department at Cottage Grove avenue and Forty- 
sixth street, 53.000; construction of Indiana 
Ridge road, South Chicago to Hegewisch, $12,000; 
construction of paved road from Cummings to 
Hegewisch, $12,000; paving Indiana boulevard

Resolved, That the Village Attorney be in- 
structed to at once prepare and submit to this 
ward a substitute ordinance or ordinances pro- 
viding for the issuing in accordance with law of 
bonds to bear interest at the rate of 4 per cent 
per annum and payable in twenty years, in which 
to raise the above amount, 

The ordinance was ordered engrossed 
changing the name of Lake avenue, from 
Thirty-ninth to Forth-ninth street, to Wash- 
ington avenue, and placing it under boule- 
vard regulations.

Two Venires Exhausted in the Curran Case 
and a Third Ordered. 

Waupaca, Wis., June 21.—[Special.]—The 
Curran murder trial has been adjourned till 
Monday to await another special venire of 
thirty jurymen, the previous special venire 
of fifty having been exhausted when court 
adjourned this evening, in addition to the 
regulur panel ef thirty-six.

SIMON CAMERON DYING, 


THE VENERABLE STATESMAN AGAIN 
ATTACKED WITH PARALYSIS, 


Until Prostrated by the Stroke Which Is 
Likely to End His Long and Useful Life 
He Had Epnjoyea Good Health— TVO 
Daughters Are at His Bedside, and Sen- 
ator Cameron Has Been Sent 2 Cable 
Pispatch—Interesting Sketch of the 
Noted Pennsylvanian’s Political Career. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa.. June 21.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Simon Cameron is momentarily ex- 
pected to die. He is at his country seat at 
Donegal Springs in Lancaster County, be- 

tween this city and 
Harrisburg. He was 
in bis usual health in 
the morning, and the 
attack of paralysis yes- 
terday was entirely 
N unexpected. Ex-Attor- 
ney Genera! Wayne 
MacVeagh and hie wife 
and Mrs. Haldeman, 
daughter of Gen. Cam- 
eron, are at his bed- 
side. Senator J. D. 
Cameron and wife are 
in Europe. A cadle 
dispatch was sent them 

SIMON CAMERON. today telling of the 
General’s attack. Gen. Cameron had a slight 
attack of paralysis about two months ago, at 
which time there was great alarm in the 
family for his future. He soon recovered 
from it, and has been almost in his usual 
health ever since, although he has been less 
active. A few days ago he wrote a letter to 
Gov. Beaver expressing sympathy for the 
Johnstown sufferers and inclosing his per- 
sonal check for $1,000, to be used in relieving 
distress at that place. He is in his 91st 
year. March 8 be celebrated the 
90th anniversary of his birth at his 
Harrisburg home, at which time he was 
visited by the Legislature in a body. He re- 
ceived congratulatory telegrams from all 
over the country, and although his house was 
thronged with callers from early morning un- 
til after midnight he suffered not tne slight- 
est ill-effects from it. When John, his faith- 
ful servant, went to Gen. Cameron’s room 
yesterday morning he noticed the venerable 
statesman stroking the right side of his face 
with his hand and remarked a somewhat pale 
expression on his face. John called another 
servant and observed that something was 
wrong. Shortly after 12 o’clock the General 
told his man te get his mail, which arrived 
about that hour. When he returned to the 
room at 12:20 the stroke had come and Gen. 
Cameron was unable to move his right 
arm or his side. He was still conscious, how- 
ever, aud understood what was said to him. 
Later a bunch of flowers was given him and 
he picked upone flower after another as 
though admirmg and comparing their 
beauty. J. Montgomery Forester, his private 
secretary, and James M. Cameron, his grand- 
son, joined the other relatives at Donegal 
today. 

1:20 a. m.—It is reported that the doctors 
have expressed the opinion that Gen. CAm- 
ero® may survive another day. There is no 
appreciable change in his condition. 

{Simon Cameron was born in Lancaster Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, March 8, 1799. He was left an 
orphan at an early age, but received a fair En- 
glish education, and began to learn the printer's 
trade at the age of 9 He worked as a journey- 
man in Lancaster, Harrisburg, and Washington. 
and so improved his opportunities that in 1820 he 
was editing a newspaper in Doylestown, Pa., 
and in 1822 one in Harrisburg. As soon as he 
had accumulated sufficient capital he became in- 
terested in banking and railroad construction in 
the central part of the State. He was for 
a time Adjutant General of Pennsylvania. 
He was elected to the United States Senate 
in 1845, the term ending in 1849. During 
this period he acted with the Democrats on im- 
portant party questions, such as the Missouri 
Compromise bill. This was repealed in 1854 and 
Mr. Cameron became identified with the People’s 

arty, which was subsequently merged into the 

publican party. As its candidate he was re- 
elected to the Senate for the full term of six 
years, beginning in 1857, a period which covered 
the exciting crisis of secession. During this 
time he was so earnest an advocate of peace 
that his loyalty was suspected. At the Repub- 
lican Convention which nominated Abraham 
Lincoln,Mr. Cameron was strongly —— for 
the Presidency, and again for the 
dency, but lack of hurmony in the Pennsylvania 
delegation prevented his nomination to the lat- 
ter office. Mr. Lincoln at once called him to the 
Cabinet as Secretary of War. He advocated 
more aggressive war measures than Mr. Lin- 
coln was prepared to carry out, and when 
Gen. Butler asked for instructions re- 
garding fugitive slaves directed him to 
employ them under such organizations 
and in such occupations as exigencies may sug- 
gest or require. Similar instructions were given 
to Gen. Sherman and other officers in the feld. 
In the original draft of his annual report to Con- 
gress in December, 1861, he boldly advocated 
arming the fugitive slaves, but this was modified 
upon consultation with the other members of the 
Cabinet. Mr. Cameron resigned the Secretary- 
ship Jan. 11, 1862. He was appointed Minister to 
Russia, and his influence there undoubtedly 
tended to secure ip a large measure the friend- 
ship of that nation during the civil war. His 
official conduct in a certain transaction 
was censured by the House of Represent- 
atives April 30, 1862, but Mr. Lincolr 
immediately sent a message placing 
with the heads of other departments an 
equal share in the responsibility. Mr. Cameron 
resigned as Minister to Russia Nov. 8, 1862, and 
remained at home until 1866, when he was eiected 
United States Senator, and appointed Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs on the re- 
tirement of Mr. Sumner in 1872. He was sent to 
the Senate for the fourth time in 1873. but re- 
signed in favor of his son, J. Donald Cameron, 
the present'senior Senator from Pennsylvania. 
During the years of Mr. Cameron’s active polit- 
ical lite he was a powerful leader, practically 
dictating the policy of the Republican purty in 
Pennsylvania, and wielding a strong influence 
over its policy in the Nation at large. Lochiel,”’ 
his residence at Harrisburg, is a targe, old-tash- 
ioned, but delightful place, and has welcomed 
within its hospitable walls at one time and an- 
other the leading men of the State and Nation.]

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 21.— [Special.] —The 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers held their regular monthly meeting at the 
office of the board last evening and disposed of 
the following business:

SEVERAL PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. wer 


A Disastrous Fire at Boston, Mass.—Vic- 
tims Buried in the Debris. 
Boston. Mass., June 21.—A disastrous fire, 
accompanied by serious loss of life, occurred 
early this evening in the fireworks establish- 


ment of Heyer Bros., at Sumner 
and Hawley streets. Three dead 
bodies have been taken from the 
ruins and three others received injuries 
which will provabiy result fatally. It is 
feared that there may be more victims among 
the débris. The building, which is a four- 
story structure, is occupied on the ground 
floor by C. £. Browning, milliner, and on the 
three upper floors by Heyer Bros., dealers in 
fancy goods and fireworks. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock, while a salesman 
was waiting on a customer upon thé second 
floor, he saw a flash among some fireworks 
behind one of the counters, unaccom- 

anied, however, by any explosion. 
Fie ran for water, at the same 
time giving the alarm. The flames 
spread with great rapidity, cutting off the 
escape of several of the men in the upper 
stories, and in five minutes the dense smoke, 
and almost incessant discharge of flre- 
works ot different kinds made the 
building a perfect pandemonium for those 
— within its walls. Edward Heyer, 
one of the firm, ran to the stairs shouting 
tire. He then turned back to lock the safe, 
but found the way choked witn 
smoke. He groped his way to the 
window and managed to climb to an 
adjoining building unhurt. Albert Gage, 
aged 22, who was employed in the third story, 
hung from a window until he was obliged to 
release his hoid, then fell to the ground, 
striking two awnings in his descent, break- 
ing his back. He will probably die. 

Charles F. Callahan and Thomas Paine, 
who were working on the fourth floor, 
umped from a window in their fright. 

aine was killed, while Callahan’s injuries 
are fatal. William Brenenstuhl, on the sec- 
ond floor, lost his way and rolled down 
the stairs and was —— up badly 
injured. He is also burned internally 
by smoke, and it is feared that he 
cannot live. A body which was taken from 
the building was recognized as Samuel Cord, 
one of the oldest employés of the firm. An- 
other body, that of a boy, was taker to the 
morgue, where it has not yet been identitiea. 
It is charred and burned so badly that iden- 
tification will be difficult. This comvletes 
the casualties so far as known at present. 

A large portion of the $100,000 stock is 
ruined, but is well insured. During the fire 
the discharge of fireworks sounded as if a 
hard-fought battle was in progress, and for 
nearly two hours was heard the rattie of 
small musketry, interspersed at frequent in- 
tervals with the heavier reports of the larger 
pieces, while sparks and an occasional rocket 
would shoot from the windows. The ex- 
plosions created great consternation among 
the spectators. The cause of the fire is a

Careful investigation places the number of 
fatalities at five, one other probably fatally 
injured, and two boys missing.

Owing to the fact that 
many of the bodies recovered today were 
found in cellars Gen. Hastimgs has arranged 
with a contractor to put a force of men to 
work in looking aiter the cellars of the city.

The gentleman 
has just returned from atrip through Southern 
Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, and purt of Tennes- 
see. He reports having seen thousands upon 
thousands of acres of wheat that have been ripe 
enough for cutting for a couple of weeks, but are 
not touched because the fields are too wet to 
bear horses and men. Some of the grain has al- 
ready begun to shell out, and unless it can be 

ecured within a week more it will be valueless. 

eports from the Northwest tell of wheat head- 
ing out there ata hight of not more than six 
inches and of frost Thursday night at some points 
near the Canadian border. 

The bill designed to prevent adulteration of 
wheat has been vetoed by Gov. Hill of New 
York. 

Thursday's clearances of wheat from New 
York included 62,432 bu to Montevideo and 23,667 
bu to London. 

The receipts of wheat at Liverpool during the 
last three duys reported were 424,000 bu, of which

Sioux City and the “Soo.” 


A delegation of Sioux City, Ia., merchants, 
headed by Senator W. B. Allison and J. V. Ma- 
horey, Commissioner of the Sioux City Freight 
Bureau, held a conference with Senator S. M. 
Cullom, Chairman of the Senatorial Committee 
on Railway Relations with Canada, yesterday 
morning at the Grand Pacitic Hotel. The visit- 
ors, in addition to those named, were Col. J. M. 
Clelland. Mayor of Sioux City, T. P. Gere, 
James Peavey, E. R. Kirke, W. . Bessell. John 
Hornick, C. L. Wright, and O. G. Tolerton. The 
conference was inspired by the effects of the cut 
rates of the So Railway in the Northwest. 
The meeting was the result of an appointment 
with Senator Cullom. The Sioux City merchants 
wanted che Senator's committee to visit Sioux 
City, but as it could not be brought together Sen- 
ator Cullom agreed to meet a delegation in this 
city. Ihe conference began at 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning and was concluded before noon 
without results of any great. Importance. The 
members of the committee were reticent as to 
the business on hand, but one member was 
founda who said: 

** Since the recent legislation in Iowa concern- 
ing railway matters everything has been ina 
complicated state. It has been a fight between 
the people and the railways. The Sioux City 
jobbers, whom we represent, have always sided 
with the railways, and as a consequence they 
have been treated pretty nicely py the roads in 
the matter of rates. When the * Road in- 
augurated its present rate the Sioux City men 
began to feel the effect of it in their jobbing ter- 
ritory. In fact, they have gone a great way to- 


‘wards demoralizing our trade, and if the Soo’ 


Road can continue to make its present rate 
things must grow worse for us. That was the 
purpose of our visit We wanted tne 
committee to fully understand the situation, 
anc. we have stated tne matter just 
as we would a case before the courts. That was 
all there was in the conference and all we could 
do. We are suffering from the Soo's rates 
because that road, owing to a portuon of 
it being outside of the United States and 
not under the operation of the Inter-State 
law, can make Northwestern jobbers in other 
cities rates that we cannot get. For this reason 
the matter was brought before Senator Cullom's 
com mittee.”’ 

The view of Senator Cullom could not be ascer- 
tained. Hie was seen and asked about the con- 
ference, but said: 

“It resulted in nothing, and altogether it 
amounted to little. I supposed when asked to 
meet the committee thatit was on other busi- 
ness. As it turned out it was really so unim- 
portant that there is nothing to say about it. I 
would willingly tell you all about, it if there was 
anything in it, but it isn’t worth while.“ 


The “Soo” Officials Profess Ignorance. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 21.—[Special.}]— 
The rumored indictment of the ‘‘Soo” Ruilroad 
officials for an alleged violation of Sec. 2 of 
the Inter-State Commerce law seems thus far to 
be confined to a letter that United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Baxter received from Thomas M. 
Cooley, Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. The section referred to prohibits 
any discrimination in making rates for one ship- 
perover another. Judge Cooley’s letter con- 
tained a copy of the *Soo”’ rate sheet, together 
With a waybill of the Kansas City Road, which 
indicates that the Soo” took a consignment of 
alcohol originating at some point not stated on 
the Kansas City Road from St. Paul to New 
York for 47 cents per hundred, a cut under the 
published tarjff rate for that class of goods, 

Mr. Baxter Said today, when asked as to what 
course he should take: “The information con- 
tained in Judge Cooley’s letter is quite vague, 
and I have thought it best to ask for further par- 
ticulars before proceeding with the case, as it is 
dountful whether indictments would be given by 
the United States grand jury on the evidence at 
hand. I have written to Judge Cooley, and when 
his reply is received I will go ahead with the 
— I presume he has more definite informa- 
tion. ,

said: I know nothing ofanysuch move. The 
tariff sheets of the road are ali right, and to my 
knowledge there is nothing that can be charged 
against the road of this character.“ 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—[(Special.]—The 
course of procedure against the Soo’’ Railroad 
will be simple enough. The Inter-State Com- 
mission has placed in the hands of the United 
States District Attorney the evidence it had that 
the **Soo”’ was violating the Inter-State law by 
deviating from the rates filed with the commis- 
sion in the interest of certain shippers. The 
District Attorney will lay this evidence before 


the Federal grand jury, and on it will ask an in- 


dictment of the offending railroad ofiicials. If 
an indictment be returned the ‘‘Soo”’ can then 
have a chance to make its defensein court. 
There is a suspicion that the complaint against 
the *‘Soo”’ does not come from aggrieved shiv- 
pers so much as from the railroads with head- 
quarters at Chicago which have suffered by the

Base-Ball Patrons Treated to a Clever Ex- 
hibition of the Game,

COMPARATIVE CONDITION OF THE 
MARKETS REPORTED BY DUN & CO, 
Strife Among the Railroads and the De 
moralization of Rates Spreading Wide- 
ly—Foreign Investors Likely to Be Dis- 
couraged by the Rather Unpromising 
Monetary Prospect—Heavy Shipments 
of Gold to Meet the Excess of Imports 
—Business Fallures— Wall Street Gossip. 


NEw YORK, June 21.—K. G. Dun & Co.'s week 
ly review of trade says: 

There is a better feeling, with larger trans- 
actions in iron and wocl, and crop prospects are 
more favorable. But the agreement of railway 
Presidents has not prevented a renewal of strife 
and the demoralization of rates is spreading 
widely, and meanwhile the exports of gold today 
Will exceed $4,400,000. If the railway outlook 
continues to discourage foreign investors and the 
banks begin the last half of the year with low 
reserves, gold going out and large crops to be 
moved, the monetary prospect will not be quite 
encouraging. 

At Milwaukee continued wet weather retards, 
and business is rather quiet at Kunsas City, and 
outside of speculative operations and the iron 
trade, it is generally dull at Philadelphia. But 
marked improvement is noted in Pittsburg and 
in a less degree at Cleveland. The demand for 
money is rather active there, but generally mod- 
erate, with collections not on tne whole per- 
ceptibly better. Rains have decidedly improved 
crop prospects in the Northwest, so that great 
hopefulness tinges all commervial reports from 
that section, and the demoralization ae rail rates 
is commonly supposed to prompt better returns

Better prices for iron are reported at Pitts- 
burg, at Philadelphia, and to some extent here, 
the advance on many kinds of pig iron being about 
50 cents per ton. ut Northern No. 1 can still 
be bought here at $16 to $18 and Southern No. 1 
at $16.25 to $17 per ton.

But 
this speculative movement seems to take 
no account of the fact that wheat and flour 
equivalent to about 40,000,000 bushels in excess 
ot a minimum stock will probably remain from 
the last crop July 1 to be added to a new supply, 
which now promises to exceed all requirements 
for the next year. Corn is he and oats e higher 
for no other reason than because wheat advances. 
Cotton has declined an eighth. A long expected 
break in coffee lowers the price ile, with 
sales of 696,000 bags. But the price is still 150 
for December options against de a year ago, 
and operators wonder that the public does not 
buy. Pork, lard, and hogs are a fraction lower; 
sugar unchanged for this week, and leather 
20 higher for some grades. The general 
tendency of prices has been slightly upward. 

“The heavy shipments of gold this week are a 
surprise to many, and are attributed by some 
bankers to the need of the Bank of France and 
the large expenditures of Americans at the Ex- 

sition. Gut the balance of foreign trade has 
or months been so heavily against this country 
that no such explanation of gold shipments 13 
necessary. For June, thus far, merchandise ex- 

rts from New York are 16 per cent larger than 
ast year, with imports somewhat smaller, but 
even these changes would leave a heavy excess 
of imports over exports to be met by shipments of 
securities of gold.

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WINTER WHEAT HARVEST 
CONTINUED WET WEATHER I8 CAUS- 
ING MUCH DAMAGE AND DELAY. 


Wheat in the Shock Is Sprouting and Mi- 
dewed, While the Soft Ground Prevents 
the Progress of Harvdsting Machines 
Farmers Everywhere Are Hoping for 
Warm Dry ‘Weather—Spring Wheat Has 

Improved inthe Last Thirty Days, bat 
Cornfields Are Weedy. 


The third week of June closes with little 


growing weather so far deveioped in the 
corn belt and the harvest of winter wheat 
more or less delayed by continuous and 
heavy rains. The spring wheat crop is 
greatly refreshed and improved from what 
its condition was thirty days ago. The oat 
crop is heading out, the corn backward and 
fields generally in the southern portion of 
the corn belt too wet to work. The rains 80 
far have been the most severe in Tennessee, 
where they now report ten days of centinu- 
ous rains and with hot suus between the 
rain. 

Sixty per cent of the wheat is harvested, 

and that which is in stock is more or less 
sprouted and mildewing. With acontinuance 
of these conditions there will be littie bright 
and first-class wheat. The mills have all 
. shut down for want of stock, and it looks 
now as if they would not get a bushel of 
new wheat before the Ist of July. In fact 
receipts of new wheat at milling centres in 
Tennessee cannot be large before the 10th or 
15th of that month, which is exceedingly 
late. Northern Kentucky also reports that 
they are having heavy rains neariy every 
day; the wheat has stood up well, as the 
straw is short. 

The grain louse which Tue TRIBUNE re- 
ported the 14th inst. has been numerous 
in the wheat fields; sofar, however, it is 
thought that these insects have not done any 
serious damage, as the heavy rains have 
washed them off of the stalks of the grain. 
The wheat crop of Kentucky promises a good 
yield, but everything now depends upon the 
weather of the next ten to fifteen days. 

Soutnern Ohio reports that so far no wheat 
has been cut. During the last week they 
have had rains nearly every day. The indi- 
cations point to acrop not over two-thirds of 
last year in this portion of Ohio. | 

Central Ohio reports that the weather is 
favorable for ripening the wheat, that there 
will de a little wheat cut the last of this 
month. They look tor an average vield of 
from twelve to thirteen bushels and for an 
early and free movement. 

jn Northern Ohio continued rains are re- 

po . The probabilities are that the quan- 
tity and quality of the wheat will be much 
tter than last year. There is still a fair 
amount of wheat in farmers’ hands—enough 
to supply millers’ wants until the new crop 
comes in. 
Southern Indiana reports that the harvest 
is being delayed greatiy by rains. In many 
sections of that portion of the State wheat 
is dead.ripe, und the ground so soft it is im- 
possible to use machines. 

The heads of the wheat are long and seem to 
be well filled, but there are many complaints 
of the ravages of the “green bug,’’ though 
the actual damage can only be revealed by 
the thrashing machines. Seventv-five cents 
or upwards will move the customary “ har- 
vest wheat.“ But anything under that fig- 
ure will make ali hold who can. 

Central Indiana. says that the late cold 


age weather has delayed harvest at least ien 


days and littie cutting will be done until the 
last week of June. Ground in the bottom 
lands is now too seft for the machines. In 
me areas east and north of In- 
anapolis, towards the Ohio line, 
the wheat is not looking well and 
the yield will be below an average. 
Take the State over there will be a fair crop, 
provided the weather during harvest is fa- 
‘vorabie. The same green bug which is re- 
rted in Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, ana 
linois bas made its ap ance ail through 
Central and Southern Indiana. A moderate 
movement of wheat is looked for after har- 
vest, but norush unless prices are better. 
The demand for flour is much improved. 

In Southern Illinois little of the early 
wheat has been cut vet on account of rain. 
The weather has been wet for the last ten 
days. In some counties in this portion of 
- the State about half of the wheat is now 
in shock and is in poor condition. The 
The quality promises to be superior to that 
of last year. The wheat seems to be filled 
out well, but with such continued rains it is 
impossible to predict what the outcome of 
the harvest will be. It can be fairly said 
mat so far no serious damage has yet result- 
ed to the wheat. On the other hand the 
rains continue. Central Illinois reports that 
on the whole the prospects for the yield of 
winter wheat are not quite as favorabie for a 
ae crop as they were thirty days ago.

| the movement of wheat promises to be 
Northern Missouri reports that the harvest

„favorable. Farmers will sell freely if tney 
can get from 60 to 70 cents tor théir wheat. 
Southern Missouri reports that they have 
had abundant rain, perhaps a litle 
more than was needed. Ali agree that 
the wheat will be of excellent qual- 
. The yield promises to be good. 
majority of the winter wheat has been 
harvested in Southwestern Kansas. The 
quality is excellent and the yieid promises to 
be large. Their greatest need now seems to 
be one week of good dry weather, when all 
the wheat will be in shock. Farmers expect 
to sell at once, although if prices should be 
low haif of the crop would be held until the 
winter months. There will be more wheat 
thrashed out of the shock and sold at har- 
vest than usual. : 
Central Kansas reports harvest just com- 
mencing. The wheat has filled well and the. 
crop as a whole will be of excellent quality. 
At 60 cents wheat will move freely, 
low that the movement wil! be light. 
Northern Kausas reports that harvesting 
commence next week. The bulk will 
not be cut before the first week in July. The 
wheat has filled well and the quality prom- 
to be excellent. The movement, owing 
to hard times and poor crops last year, prom- 
ises to be free as soon as the wheat can be 


thrashea. 

There will be little, if any, wheat harvested 
in Michigan before thejl0th of July. During 
the last three weeks they have had a great

ALARMING INCKKASE OF GREEN LICE. 


Farmers Fear Their Entire Crops May Be 
Destroyed—What Prof. Forbes Says. 


SprRINGFIELD, III., June 21.—[Special.]— 
Crop reports received from several counties 
of the State for publication by July 1 by the 
State Board of Agriculture make no men- 
tion of the new wheat pest with the excep- 
tion of White County, where it is stated con- 
siderable damage is being done to oats by a 
bug or green iouse; and Vermillion County, 
where it is stated the heads of the wheat fair- 
ly swarm with them and great damage is be- 
ing done. The bugis ofa a. hue, oc- 
casionally one being found of a pinkish cast. 
They -have a proboscis one-fourth their 
length, and the manner“of attack is to suck 
the sap from the grain of the wheat by drill. 
ing a hole through the covering or sheath of 
the grain. The correspondent states 
farmers of that section fear the crop may be 
entirely destroyed, though one feature of en- 
couragement is that the bug has left the 
more inatured crop and taken to the younger 
wheat. 

The State Board of Agriculture is in re- 
ceipt of a letter from State Entomologist S. A. 
Forbes of Champaign, regarding tnese in- 
sects. which be claims have been found in 
alarming abundance on the heads and leaves 
of wheat and oats from the Ohio River to 
Madison and Champaign Counties. Prof. 
Forbes says: This insect. commonly known 
as the grain plant louse (Siphonophora av- 
ente) is an Old World species, known for 
over 100 years to infest small grain, feeding, 
indeed, on a great variety of grasses and 
grass-like plants, including wheat, barley, 
oats, rye, biue grass, foxtail, and the 
like, but not injuring any of the crep 
plants outside the family of grasses. In 
America it was first noticed in 1861, when it 
literally thron the wheat fieids of the 
Northeastern States and of Canada, from 
New York and Pennsylvania northward. Its 
injuries first attracted attention in Illinois in 
1866, and again in 1876 and 1878, since which 
time it bas not been here reported as espe- 
cially injurious. Its amazing abundance this 
season seems due to the drouths of recent 
years and of the early spring, its enormous 
rate of multiplication enabling it to take 
rapid advantage of circumstances favorable 
to its increase. A single female may 
give origin in twenty days to more 
than 2,000,000 young; these, tbem- 
selves, then multiplying at the rate 
of 1,000,000 a day. They are most conspicu- 
ous and injurious when the grains infested 
are filling tne kernel, at which time they 
concentrate in the head. Besides their 
susceptibility to unfavorable weather they 
are subject to immense destruction by para- 
sites, the most useful of which are minute 
four-winged insects which lay their eggs in 
the bodies of tne plant lice, thus giving 
origin to a minute grub which feeds upon the 
tissues of the living insect. The brown, in- 
flated, empty crusts of plant lice which bave 
been thus parasitized may be often seen 
among the living insects, each with a round 
hole in the back, from which the mature 
parasite has escaped. The attack in force of 
this plant louse is commonly so sudden and 
widespread and its numbers are so over- 
whelming when it gets a fair start that there 
is probably nothing to be done with it that is 
of any practical value. So sensitive a crea- 
ture can best be left to the weatner bureau 
and its natural enemies.”’ 


VENEZUELA TIRES OF THE DICTATOR. 


Guzman- Blanco Overthrown After a Tyr- 
anvy of Nearly a Quarter Century. 
New York, June 21.— The following is 


‘from Caracas, Venezuela, under date of June 


10: " 

The reign of Guzman-Blanco has ended; 
military despotism that has existed in Vene- 
zvela for a quarter of a century is abolished, 
and there are constant demonstratiops of 
gratification in which ali classes join with 
equal ardor. For the first time in thirty 
years the press is free; the editors of the 
established papers are permitted to speak 
their minds without fear of imprisonment or 
exile, and an amusing crop of seven-by-nine 
hand bills is springing out of every printing 
office. In them “the illustrious American“ 
is lampooned without license and cartooned 
without mercy, while he is in Paris, gnash- 
ing his teeth in rage and planning for re- 
venge. 


Gen. Guzman- Blanco, sigce he first came 


into control of the Government in 1870, has 
seemed to regard Venezuela us his own prop- 
erty, to do with as he desired. He has 
treated the Republic, which embraces an 


area as large as the Middle States and New 


England, as it it were his owa inherited 
estate, and the three millions of people his 
tenauts at will. He has been an uncrowned 
Uzar, and his government an absolute despot- 
ism. Under tae Constitution the President 
may not succeed himself in office, may not 
have two consecutive terms, butis eligible 
for reélection after an interval. Guzman- 
Bianco has, therefore, filled the Presidential 
chair every alternate term during the last 
nineteen years, and between times has placed 
in power a dummy, or mask, who was en- 
tirely subject to his will. 

Two years ago, at the expiration of his 
Presidential term, he left the couatry aud 
has since resided in Paris. 

Before leaving for Europe Guzman placed 
in the Presidential chair Dr. Rojas-Paul, one 
of the ablest citizens of the Republic, who 
had previously been prominent in public 
affairs for many years. 

The manner in which Guzman performed 
his seif-imposed duties in Europe was highly 
unsatisfactory to Paul as well as te the peo- 
ple, and during the last year the breach 
between the President and the Dictator had 
been widening. A vessel which arrived from 
Europe the 27th of May brought letters from 
Guzman to the President of such a character 
as to bring matters to a crisis. Just what 
their contents were po one seems to know, 
although there are many reports in circu- 
lation. On the foliowing day, tothe aston- 
ishment and consternation of every one, Dr. 
Paul sent to Congress his resignation of the 
office of President. He gave no reasons, and 
it was unnecessary. Everybody knew he 
had received letters from Paris and had been 
directed to do what he had done. 

As soon as the fact was known the people 
closed their business houses and surrounded 
the Capitol. Within an hour after the resig- 
nation was received 20,000 men were shout- 
ing themselves hoarse with denunciations of 
They demanded 
that the resignation should not be accepted, 
but the confusion was so great that the Con- 
gress could take no action, and in fact its 
session had to be abandoned because of the 
invasion of the excited populace into the 
legislative chambers. 

There have been no messages from Paris 
since the resignation of the President, and 
the intentions of * the illustrious American“ 
are unknown, but it is not thought probable 
that he will submit to the indignities or allow 


Dr. Paul to remain in power if he can pre- 


vent it. Three members of the Cabinet, who 
have always been devoted adherents to him, 
have resigned, and their piaces have been 
filled by anti-Guzman men. Gen. Crespo has 
cabied his approval of Paui’s action from 
Peru, and is now on his way to Venezuela 
with a promise to support the President. 
Many others who were banished or volun— 
tariiy went into exile during the reign of the 
Dictator are returning to assist in making 
his overthrow compiete and permanent.

A LITERARY NATURALIST. 


JOHN BURROUGHY NEW VOLUME, “IN- 
DOOR STUDIES.” 


Delightfal Studies of Henry D. Thoreau 
and White of Selborne—A Naturalist’s 
Views on Science and Literature—Criti- 
cisms of Matthew Arnold and Victor 
Hugo—Other New Books—The Wing of 
Arael— Brief Notices—Literary Notes. 


At first glance John Burroughs’ new vol- 
ume, “Indoor Studies,” will carry disap- 
pointment to the readers he has heretofore 
delighted by his delightful out-of-door books 
—books that held the trill of birds, the glint 
of winter sunshine. and the sweet wildwood 
smell in their pages. His readers would have 
preferred to have him remain out of doors, 
but a reading of the sixteen essays that 
make up his latest volume will be found to be 
complementary to our Knowledge of tne Man 
and the writer, and the essays themselves 
contain much of the charm that character- 
izes all the author's previous books, though 
having more of a bookish cast in subject and 
treatment. 

With the exception of the essay on Victor 
Hugo the subjects and treatment of these 
essays are such as Burroughs’ readers have 
been prepared for by his preceding volumes. 
As to the essay on Victor Hugo, whom he 
calls “a malformed giant,“ it is suffi- 
cient at present to cite Mr. Bur- 


roughs to the Arnold-St. Beuve dictum. 


that Mr. Burroughs himself quotes against 
Arnold’s estimate of Emerson—namely: that 
a foreigner’s judgments about tne intrinsic 
merits of a nation’s authors will generally, 
when at complete variance with that nation’s 
own, be wrong. An estimate of Victor 
Hugo more completely at variance with that 
of the French nation than Mr. Burroughs’ it 
would be difficult to find; hence if the quo- 
tation is not satisfactory to Mr. Burroughs it 
would be well for him to rewrite bis essay on 
** Arnoid’s View of Emerson and Carlyle.“ 

The first essay of the volume, that on 
Henry D. Thoreau, is stimulating, fresb, and 
valuable. The similarities and differences 
between Thoreau and Burroughs make 
Thoreau a challenge sufficient to bring out 
Burroughs’ best. Asasympathetic and dis- 
criminating study of Thoreau the essay is of 
great value, and it is doubtful whether there 
is a writer living better fitted by training 
and tastes to point out the weakness and the 
strength ot Thoreau than John Burroughs. 
The wild crabappie flavor of Thoreau is not 
for every taste, and in this essay Mr. Bur- 
roughs has given us a study of ne Hermit 
ot Walden“ that will hereafter enter into all 
estimates of Thoreau as a man and as a 
writer. The chief criticism upon the essay 
18, perhaps, that it partakes almost to an imi- 
tative extent of Thoreau’s love of exaggera- 
tion and epigram, and we feel at times that 
our author is racking his bones to say the 
unsayable.“ 

This defense of Thoreau against an En- 
glish reviewer who has summed up his esti- 
mate of Thoreau by calling him ‘ta skulker” 
is admirable: “Thoreau was a skulker if it 
appears that he ran away froma noble part 
to perform an ignoble, or one less noble. The 
world has a rightto the best there is in a 
man, both in word and deed; from the 
scholar, knowledge: from the soldier, cour- 
age; from the statesman, wisdom; from the 
farmer, good husbandry, etc. And from all, 
virtue; but has it a right to say arbitrarily 
who shall be soldiers and who poets! Is 
there no virtue but virtue? No religion but 
in the creeds? No salt but whatis crystal- 
lized? Who shail presume to say the world 
did not get the best there wasin Thoreau— 
high and much needed service from him?— 
albeit there appear in the account more kicks 
than compliments. Would you have had him 
stick to his lead-pencils, or to go to school- 
teaching, and let Walden Pond and the rest 
go? We should have lost some of the raciest 
and most antiseptic books in English liter- 
ature, and an example of devotion to prin- 
cipie that provokes and stimulates like a 
winter morning. Iam not aware that Thor- 
eau shirked any responsibility or dodged any 
duty proper to him, and he could look the 
world as square in the face as any man that 
ever lived. 

The essays on “Science and Literature“ 
and Science and the Poets“ are a contrast 
of “the dew-scented knowledge” of old 
books—‘“ knowledge gathered at first hand 
in the morning of the world ’’—in contrast 


to “the mere rattung of dead bones, mere 


thrashing of empty straw,“ that, according 
to Mr. Burroughs, fills so many pretentieus 
volumes of today. The essays on Matthew 
Arnold’s Criticism’ and ** Arnold’s View of 
Emerson and Carlyle,“ though containing 
much that is admirable and well told, are 
disappointing in some respects. There are 
felicitous and telling phrases and happy 
characterizations, but there are also incon- 
sistencies and superticialities that show that 
Mr. Burroughs is a clearer observer of nature 
than of literature. Thus, for instance, he 
says that Arnoid’s Hellenism is the source of 
both his weakness and his strength; his 
strength because it gives him a principle that 
cannot be impeached; his weakness because 
he has to do with an unclassical age and un- 
classical people. In all matters of taste 
and culture,“ i says, the Greek standards 
are the last and highest court of appeal“; 
et when Arnold applies that standard to 
zmerson's poetry and prose Mr. Burroughs 
is unwilling to accept the verdict, his poetic 
and literary instincts denying the justness 


of that to which he bad previously given his 


assent. Though Burroughs owes much to 


Emerson and has apparently been a student 


of him he fails, we think, to seize upon the 
most vitai factof Emerson’s life and teachings 
or he would have found in that an answer to 
Arnold's estimate. We find in the essay on 
The Biologist’s Tree of Life“ that Mr. Bur- 
roughs, unlike Emerson, who placed thé cul- 
miaating point of progress in the future, is 
inclined to believe that the human race cul- 
minated in the Greeks 2,000 years ago, and 
mat the tree of humanity ever since has 
been slowly dying at the top. Both Mr. Bur- 
roughs and Matthew Arnold have failed to 
perceive that Emerson’s poetry and prose 
are no more to be measured by the standard 
of Hellenism than Shakspeare's dramas are 
to be judged by the law of the dramatic uni- 
ties. Emerson saw clearer ana deeper, and 
in his quiet, serene way stooa upon primal 
instincts and intuitions. The flower of the 
summer receives the dew and the sunlight 
and gives forth its fragrance without on ap- 
peai to last summer or the flowers of thou- 
sands of years ago. Nedoubt the honey of 
ancient Hymettus was sweet, fragrant, and 
palatabie, and the olives of ancient Greece 
were good, but honey and olives of today 
are none the less good. The length of 
the old yard was determined by the 
length of the King’s arm, but distances can 
now be measured just as accurately in 
metres as in vards; and the metre itself is 
not the ultimate standard, merely an ap- 
proximation. The revelation of beauty to 
the Greeks was not complete and exclusive. 
In so far as it was revealed at all it has value, 
but it was not made known to the Greeks 
through painful subserviency and minute 
adjustment to the past, but in clear-sighted, 
jovous living in the present. 

The most satisfactory essay of the whole 
volume is the one on “Gilbert White’s 
Book.” Here Burroughs is at his best, and 
the inspiration of this essay is similar to 
that which has already won for Mr. Bur- 
rough’s his many enthusiastic readers. 

This account of White’s *‘Selborne”’ is the 
best that we know of in English literature: 

There is indeed something alittle di int- 
ing in White's book when one takes it ny ng 
Urst time with his mind full of its great tame. 
It is not seasoned quite up to the modern taste. 
White is content that the facts of nature should 
be just what they are; his concern alone is to 
see them just as they are. When I myself first 
looked into his book many years ago I found 
nothing in it that attracted me, and so passed it 
by. Much more recently it fell into my hands, 
when I felt its charm and value at once. In- 
deed, the work of the Selborne naturalist be- 
longs to the class of books that one must dis- 
cover for himself; their quality is not patent: he 
that runs may not read them. Like certain 
fruits, they leave a lingering flavor in the mouth 
that is much better than the first taste promised. 
In some congenial mood or lucky moment you 
find them out. I remember I had the little book 
of * Essays of Abraham Cowley" some years be- 
fure I succeeded in reading it. One summer day 
I chanced to take it with me on my walk to the 
woods, and at the foot of a waterfall in a se- 
cluded piace I suddenly discovered that the es- 
says had a quality and a charm that I had never 
suspected they possessed. The book was the 
fruit of a certain privacy and seclusion from the 
world, and it required in the reader the frame 
of mind which these beget to enter fully into it. 
I suspect that some such auspicious moment or 
reparation is necessary to a full appreciation of

That Mr. Burroughs, whenever he visited 
England. would find his way to Selborne 
every one familiar with his writings would 
have confidently affirmed, and it may be in- 
teresting to Mr. Burroughs’ readers to read 
the description of Gilbert White’s home as 


Mr. Burroughs saw it: 

I passed two rainy days and one night at sel- 
borne in June, 1882. At the hotel where I stopped 
u copy ot White's book could not be produced, 
The village is small, compact, and humble. 
The postman panded me my letters upon the 
street without remark, as if I was the only stran- 
ger in the place+which was probably true. The 
Soil of that part of England is a heavy, greasy 
clay. On the steepest part of the Hanger the 
boys ride or slide down the hill in summer. The 
turfis removed, and the slippery clay is a fair 
substitute for ice. White's house had been re- 
cently much changed. It stands in the midst of 
the village, close to the street, and not amid 
spacious grounds, as one has been led to believe. 
I looked a long time for his tomb amid the graves 
that surrounded the old church, and finally found 
a plain slab with G. W.“ upon it, and that was 
all. There was no mark that indicated that the 


grave was more frequently visited than any 


other. The church is essentially the same as in 
White's time, and the immense yew that stands 
near the entrance must date back several hun- 
dred years.

„An Egotistical Chapter.“ and is autobi- 
ographical in character. The book, as a 
whole, is a pleasant and notable contribution 
to the essay form of literature—a form of lit- 
erature that the nevel has almost supplanted, 
but to which there are indications of a return.

The Wing of Azrael. 
Mrs. Mona Caird’s new novel, The Wing 


of Arrael,“ is likely to attract temporary au- 


tention on account of the interest aroused in 
the discussion of the question, Is Marriage 
a Failure?” first propounded by Mrs. Caird, 
and we are not surprised to find that her 
novel deais also with the question that has 

iven her a brief and unenviable notoriety. 
Viola Sedley, a child of poetic tendency with 
a keen sense of individual dignity and a pow- 
erful will, has been educated by her mother, 
a woman with numerous Heaven-sent 
trials’’ who has spent her life in submissive- 
ness and saint-like endurance in the perform- 
ance of her wifely duties. Mr. Sedley, a 
selfish and often brutal husband and father, 
having been assisted in becoming so by the 
encouragement of his caprices by his wife, 
together with her perpetual self-effacement, 
is continually accumulating debt and dread- 
ing the almshouse, but longing for his 
only daughter, Viola, to arrive at a marriage- 
abie age so that she may retrive the family 
fortunes. When as yet but a chiid Viola 
meets her fate in Philip Dendraith, a cold- 
blooded but polished young Adonis, the next 
heir to the Dendraith estates. 

In one of the first scenes between them 
Philip, who is sitting in a dangerous position 
in a window overlooking the sea, by bis mis- 
treatment of her dog, her favorite pet, so an- 
noys Viola that she becomes enraged and 
flings herself wildly upon him, causing him 
to loge his balance and fall over the cliff. 
Philip, after being rescued, characteristical- 
ly concludes, “She will be a fascinating 
woman when she grows up.“ To win her 
would be a victory—a genuine tribute to his 
power and skill, and this purpose be- 
comes a passion as he and Viola 
grow up together. Viola, after a self-tortur- 
ing conflict with her mother-taught ideas of 
duty, right, and sacrifice, promises to marry 
Philip in compliance with her favher’s 
wishes, though underneath his smooth man- 
ner she feels the merciless grip of his power- 
ful nature. 8 

There could be no happiness in such a 
union, and ine remainder of the book, if not 
the whole of it, is aptly characterized by the 
Saturday Review as a monotonous howl of 
wo.” The man who accepts at the altar 
marketable goods and hears from his bride’s 
lips that she is thore against her own wish 1s 
scarcely deserving a better fate than is ac- 
corded bim in this depressing book. The 
story as a whole is strained and unnatural, 
the characters, with the exception of Pnilip 
Dendraith, unusually weak, inconsistent, in- 
effective, and supernaturally dull.“ (Lovell

“Vagabondia,” a love 
Frances Hodgson Burnett, first appeared in 
au Magazine under the name 
and in 1877 in book form as Dolly.“ In con- 
sequence of a change of publishers it is now 
rechristened and sent forth by the Scrib- 
ners in paper covers as a pleasant contribu- 
tion to the list or summer novels. ‘the book 
has a special interest as being the first story 
of a writer whose success and popularity have 
been almost phenomenal. Though the end- 
ings of Mrs. Burnett’s stories bave been pro- 
nounced commenplace she evidently knows 
what readers want, judging from the large 
sale of her works, and in the present story 
the ending is, as usual with Mrs. Burnett, a 
happy one. The story is slender, consisting 
chiefly in a minute detail of the bitter-sweet 
of a lovers’ quarrel resulting from a misun 
derstanding, and the quarrel is protracted 
until Dolly, the heroine, is dying, heart. 
broken, as the reader supposes, but almest at 
the Past moment her lover returns, all is ex- 
plained, and as Dolly now has nothing to die 
for she sensibly concludes to live, and thus 
ends the story. (Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
New York.) 

That Sir Henry Thompson’s paper on 
Diet in Relsuon to Age and Activity,“ 
originally published in the Mueteenth Century 
and now republished in cheap form, contains 
a gospel which has not fallen on inattentive 
ears is evidenced by the fact that it is now 
in its thirty-ninth thousand. Most of the 
statements of the paper are dietetic truisms, 
but are stated clearly, convincingly, and 
without exaggeration. The pamphlet, indeed, 
is model in its treatment of the subject, and 
read carefully and practiced would uo doubt 
add greatly to the sum of human happiness 
and healthful activity. (Cupptes & Hurd, 
Boston. 25 cents.) 

Ernest Renan is widely known by his 
Life of Jesus“ and other works. He is 
a learned and brilliant writer. In his ** His- 
tory of the People of Israel“ his skeptical 
tenaencies are as apparent as in his * Life of 
Jesus,’’ but his volumes are instructive to all 
readers. The present volume is divided into 
two books, the first on“ Ine One Kingdom” 
and embracing fifteen chapters; the second 
on The Two Kingdoms,” contaioing twenty- 
four chapters. The first part covers the pe- 
riod of the reign of David, Solomon, and 
Rehoboam. It discusses the government of 
David, the military orgauizauon, the part 
played by the Phiiistines in the organization 
01 Israel, the wars of David, religion under 
his reign, the ark of Zion, ana oid age and 
death of David, and the builaings, temple, and 
worship under Solomon’s reign. Renan re- 
gards the story of Solomon's wisdom and 
writings as legendary, and consigns almost 
the whole to the realm of fancy or dreamy 
tradition. Inthe second book Renan finds 
the chief literature of Israel, including the 
fabulous stories of the mythical Abraham 
and the other imaginary patriarchs, such as 
Isaac, Jacob, ana Joseph. Here aiso he tinds 
the origin of the mythical legislator, Moses, 
and many other ancient wortnies. All this 
1s set down as indisputable history, without 
any attempt to controvert the superstitious 
beliefs of Israel and the whole Christian 
Church. Renan finds without difficulty tue 
genesis ofthe laws of the so-called Moses 
and the Decalogue in the literature of Sama- 
ria and Jerusalem. And ne easily accounts 
for the alleged prophecies from Isaiah to 
Malachi, which were so many shrewd guesses 
or were written after the events to which 
they relate. This history of Israel is among 
the latest results of the Higher Criticism.“

ENGLISH POLITICIANS DISCUSSING 
AMERICAN HOME RULE. 


The Liberals Are Now Looking to the 
United States for a Model for Their Pro- 
posed Federation—Mr. Gladstone Does 
Not Seem Disposed as Yet to Take the 
Public Into His Confidence—The Prince 
and the Leprous Butcher— London Gos- 


sip.

Lonpon, June 20.— Some kind of a 
bastard imitation of the Federal Government 
of America.“ Such is Mr. Balfour’s sum- 
mary of the Asquith-Rosebery new gospel of 
tome rule. You perceive that on both 
sides the American example is being more 
and more frequently appealed to, though for 
different purposes. You wiil perceive, also, 
that the question of home rule for Ireland is 
rapidly merging into the question whether 
the existing parliamentary constitution of 
this Empire shall be broken up in order to 
substit@te for it a new scheme of federation, 
in which not Ireland only, put England 
apd Scotland, and perhaps gallant 
little Wales also, shall each have a Parlia- 
ment of itsown. Mr. Gladstone, aware of 
the danger of confusing a political issue, has 
given as yetonly what Mr. Balfour calls a 
negative approval te that policy. Mr. As- 
quith and Lord Rosebery have dotted the i’s. 
What Mr. Gladstone said in the Southwest 
I quoted the other day. I refer to it again, 
as 1 do to what Mr. Balfour now says, solely 
in order to ask your attention to this chang- 
ing order of thing, and to the new issue 
which is now, more clearly than ever before, 
presented to the English people. Mr. Balfour 
discussed it yesterday in St. James’ Hail in 
that analytical and critical spirit which is 
characteristic of him. Mr. Gladstone has 
unconditionally accepted the principle 
of the retention of Irish members 
in the Imperial Parliament. From 
that seemingly simple modification of 
his original home rule scheme flows, if you 
accept Mr. Balfour’s view, this whole new 
federal doctrine. Lord Rosebery, who is 
supposed to know better than anybody else 
what is going on in Mr. Gladstone’s mind, 
avows his adherence to federalism in its 
larger sense. Mr. Asquith summons 
his leader to say yes or no to it. 
Mr. Gladstone says yes and no for the pres- 
ent, but yes is clearly involved in or may be 
clearly evolved from his contention that 
Scotland and Wales have each the right to 
disestablish its church because the Scotch 
aud the Welsh people want to disestablish 
it. The Tories have awakened slowly, as their 
habit is, to the magnitude of the conse- 
quences of this new dogma. Mr. Balfour 
has, perhaps, opened their eyes. That, at any 
rate, was the evident aim of his careful aud 
powerful speech last night. 

GLADSTONE ON AMERICAN HOME RULE. 

There is English authority, good authority, 
too, for saying that Mr. Gladstone improved 
the occasion of Mr. Carnegie’s dinner to ex- 
pound American home rule to the Americans 
there present. He did not fail, says one of 
his intimate friends, to explain to some of 
them that the case of the Civil War in Amer- 
ica is not one against home rule, but rather the 
other way, as showing that home rule — that 
is, the subordinate Governments of the sev- 
eral States by theirown Legislation rendered 
the American Union possible and invulnera- 
ble. It may not be easy to understand what 
this means, but it is interesting. 

; THE LEPROUS BUTCHER. 

The Prince of Wales has supplied to the 
ublic, through his secretary, Sir Francis 
Tnollvs, his authority for his story about the 
leper in a London meat market. His autnori- 
ty is unimpeachable, being none other than 
Dr. Thorne, Medical Insbector to the Local 
Government Board. Dr. Thorne now repeats 
the statement te another inquirer, but the 
Priace of Wales is, say his friends, annoyed 
at the story having been published. The 
Damien memerial meeting was to have been 
private. Journalists were excluded. One 


got in under false pretenses and supplied a 


report to an evening paper. Nobody has yet 
ventured te name the market in which 


lepers are employed. So great is the general 


anxiety that Smithfield butchers are said to 


have sent a deputation to Marlborougu House 
to ask tne Prince for particulars. 


THE QUESTION OF COAL DUES. 

There seems to be some slight chance that 
the coal dues question may be reopened. 
There is every reason why it should be. To 
abolish the duty will benefit the coal mer- 
chants. Whom else it will benefit cannot be 
clearly stated. A large sum this year col- 


lected indirectly will, if the dues are abol- 


ished, be collected directly by the increase in 
rates. But the London County Council be- 
gins to find itself in danger of increasing 
rates to a point where dangerous unpopular- 
ity will set in. Some of its more prudent 


members already regret the declaration in 


faver of abolition, which, they say, was 
forced on them. It is not surprising, in 
these circumstances, that reference of the 
whole question to a hybrid committee should 
have been carried yesterday in the House of. 
Commons by a large majority. The Radicals 
raged, but they rage at many things. Full 
inquiry into a free trade crotchet like this 
proposed abolition can at least do no harm. 

THE RECEPTION AT BURLINGTON HOUSE. 

Last night’s reception at Burlington House 
by the Royal Society once more brought Col. 
Gourand to the front with the latest form of 
Mr. Edison’s phonograph. Mr. Edison, who 
is bevond question the hero of the Paris Ex- 
hibition, is hardly less well known in Lon- 
den than in Paris, though no such exhibit 
has ever been seén here as that whicn re- 
deems the American section at the Champ 
de Mars. Mr. Muybridge, another American, 
was another of last night’s celebrities with 
bis instantaneous photography. Mr. Streeter, 
the third, is not an American. but his rubies 
from Burmanh were the centre of attraction 
to such of the ladies as preferred sober Bur- 
lington House to the splendors of Lady Salis- 
bury’s huge party at the Foreign Office. 

, A NEW PLAY HISSED. 

A foolish new piece, called Esop's Fables.“ 
was produced last night at the Strand. This 
piece belongs to that group of dramatic in- 
aptitudes known as farcical comedies” The 
volatile energy of an extraordinary actor like 
Mr. Wyodham has made some of them popu- 
lar. Mr. Penley, in less degree and indiffer- 
ent manner, has seemed certain of success, 
but there are iimits beyond which absurdities 
become distasteful to an English audience. 
They were passed in „ Esop's Fables,” which 
was soundly hissed in spite of the exertion 
of Peniey, Giddens, and other favorites. 

Another failure is to be set down to the 
credit of Mr. Robert Buchanan, whose ‘Oid 
Home“ was tried at a Vaudeville matinée. 
“That Doctor Cupid,” by the same author, 
has been running at this theatre long enough 
to prove that there is a public even for Mr. 
Robert Buchanan. This new piece, which 
will be given in the evening, cannot be more 
vulgar or inane than the other.

Lord 
Rowton, to whom Lord Beaconsfield left his 
papers, is not of opinion that they contain 
material for a biography of tne great Tory 
leader. He is not writing Lord Beaconsfield’s
